agreed to tend documents supporting 
construction of the controversial plant to 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. IM2th. and 
State Sen. David Rcgncr, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. 


There also Is a possibility the village 


later may become Involved in litigation 
between the City of Des Plaines and tho 
Metropolitan Sanitary District. 


VILLAGE MGR. Charles Willis told 


(he board he has heard that DCS Plaines 
residents who oppose the plant will make 
an effort to Interfere with MSD appli- 
cations for federal funds to build the 
sewage treatment facility. 


"Since the last EPA hearing, I have 


been told there is a DCS Plalncs move 
nfoot to gather forces to delay if not deny 
federal funding for the project," Willis 
said. 


Village Ally. Edward Hofcrt said the 


sanitary district has asked that the vil- 
lage be ready to submit evidence of the 
local need for the plant if it should be- 
come necessary during the course of scv- 
oral lawsuits that have been filed against 
the district to prevent construction of the 
plant. 


Residents of the cast end of Elk Grove 


have continually battled overflows of raw 
ftcwagc Into their streets, yards and 
basements during heavy rains. 


THK TRUSTEES maintain that the 


health problem that exists because of the 
lack of a sewage treatment plant is far 
greater than the potential hazards Des 
Plalncs residents say could be created 
by the facility.

"We have been sponsors for her for 


about two years," Mrs. Roe said of the 
17-year-old as she wiped her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Blnh, just 
north of Saigon, but they told me it's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully she's 
all right, but we're trying to bring her 
here."

many other children as they can. 


"The last correspondence we just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said.

I'm not so much worried about 
me as I am for my mom and dad, who 
are scared stiff for us. 


"We've been told we may be shot at

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Cambodian 


Prime Minister Long Boret returned to 
this besieged capital Tuesday from 
Bangkok, where officials said he met 
with Communist Khmer Rouge rebel rep- 
resentatives in the possible, beginning of 
a negotiated settlement of the five-year- 
old Cambodian war.. 


Officials in Thailand 'and Cambodia 


said Long Boret met with the Khmer 
Rouge for four hours in Bangkok Mon- 
day. No results of the Bangkok meeting 
were disclosed immediately. 


As Long Boret stepped off the special 


plane that brought him from Bangkok, 
the Communist-led insurgents were bare- 
ly 3,3 miles from Pochentong Airport and 
getting closer, yard by yard, by the day. 
Phnom Penh itself was surrounded by 
the rebels who now control 90 per cent of 
the country. 


Shortly before Long Boret arrived, re- 


bels again hit the airport with both artil- 
lery and rockets in more than 30 attacks. 
One Cambodian air force C123 was dam- 
aged and two pilots injured. 


Thai Foreign Minister Chartchai 


Choonhavan said in Bangkok he believed 
another meeting between Cambodian 
government representatives and the 
Khmer Rouge might be scheduled. 


"I can't tell you anything about the 


Monday meeting," Chartchai told news- 
men. "I arranged It but I did not partic- 
pate in its because it is not our busi- 
ness." 


In Washington, Cambodian Ambassa- 


dor Urn Sim also said he had "no first- 
hand information" about the session but 
that It "did not come to me as a sur- 
prise. We have expected that for some 
time. 


"I think it comes to us as a relief be- 


cause at this moment a negotiation is 
needed to settle the crisis in Cambodia." 


Long Boret immediately conferred 


with senior government officials, some of 
whom were'described by sources as 
"desperate" over the situation that saw 
the noose tightening around Phnom 
Penh, steppcd-up attacks threatening the 
airport that is the capital's only link with 
the outside world, and the possible loss 
of yet another province capital, Kom- 
pong Spcu. 


In Saigon, the deputy commander of 


South Vietnamese troops defending the 
Saigon area was found shot to death 
Tuesday night following an argument 
with his superior over tactics. Military 
sources said he apparently committed 
suicide. 


The sources said Maj. Gen. Nguyen 


Van Hieu was found with a bullet wound 
in his mouth at his III Corps office at the 
edge of Blen Hoa airbase, 14 miles north- 
east of Saigon. 


It was not known whether Hieu's death 


was connected with the Tuesday morning 
bombing of the Presidential palace of 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 


The pilot who bombed the palace took 


off from Bien Hoa for bis mission and 
was still missing hours after the attack. 
Military sources said he probably de- 
fected to the Communists with his super- 
sonic plane. Thieu escaped Injury and 
later he said the attack was not part of 
an attempted coup. 


Government and Communist officials 


said they had no idea where pilot Nguyen 
Thanh Trung, flew his F5 fighter after 
bombing Thieu's palace. 


On the battlefronts, Communist forces 


moved closer to control of the II Corps 
area north of Saigon, overrunning one of 
the few remaining government positions 
at Thien Giao district capital, 115 miles 
northeast of Saigon late Tuesday. 


The sources said South Vietnamese de- 


fenders put up a tough battle and, back- 
ed by air strikes, killed 150 Communist 
forces. But human wave assaults over- 
ran the town at nightfall. 


Civilians already have deserted the en- 


tire II Corps area where possible. 


The last remaining government hold- 


ings in that area are around the province 
capitals of Phan Thiet and Phan Rang. 
But panic among government troops end 
Communist attacks on the edges of the 
cities made the situation so bad Tuesday 
that Western refugee workers were 
unable to land aircraft to help with civil- 
ian evacuation.

Ford readies major foreign policy speech 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford Tuesday sought the advice of many 
past and present military, diplomatic 
and domestic advisers in writing a major 
foreign policy speech which he promised 
will answer some questions about the 
United States' role in Vietnam. 


Ford spent most of the morning confer- 


ring with his top advisers about the 
speech he will deliver to Congress Thurs- 
day night — a speech which Press Secre- 
tary Ron Nessen described as "a broad 


foreign policy speech, dealing with all 
major foreign policy issues." 


"I think you will know some of the an- 


swers to the questions on Vietnam Thurs- 
day night," Nessen told reporters. 


Ford already has said he will seek hu- 


manitarian aid for beleaguered refugees 
and orphans in the war torn areas of 
Southeast Asia. 


Nessen also indicated Ford has been 


soliciting advice from some former cabi- 
net level advisers on the future role of 
the United States in Vietnam.

Charles E. Collins, a spokesman for 


the District of Columbia police, sold the 


police department had found no grounds 
for filing gambling charges and no pros- 
titution. The case was closed after a 
single narcotics arrest, he said. 


"This was'not a largo scale thing," 


Collins said. "It was a small incident and 
there is no ongoing police investigation 
at the Department of Agriculture now." 


Free sold Agriculture agents are 


nonetheless continuing their own in- 
vestigation of a report that several fe- 
male employes engaged in prostitution in 
a departmental office building across tho 
street from where Secretary Earl L. 
Blitz has his office. But so far, he 
stressed, "our investigation has not sub- 
stantiated any acts of prostitution." 


Free said the investigations to date 


have produced "no indication that any 


organized ring is involved" In any of the 
alleged activities.

Mrs. Cashman: "I hope we wouldn't 


have to have a referendum, but it may 
have to happen. But then what is a better 
way to spend your money than on educa- 
tion?" She said she doesn't sec any cuts 
possible in the present budget, but she 
wants to "watch the increases to teach- 
ers" as one way of saving money. 


Mrs. Helvle: "I think we first have to 


evaluate where we can save." She sug- 
gested the possibility of looking Into rais- 
ing the pupil-teacher ratio slightly to 
save but said no programs should be cut 
without giving voters a chance to decide 
by a referendum. 


McKlm: "I would like to avoid any 


type of referendum, but if we have to 
Increase our tax contribution, you will 
have to do it with a referendum. If you 
have good communications you can 
make the sale." He said he was glad the 
district was moving away from the need 
for short-term borrowing through tax an- 
ticipation warrants. 


Mrs. SomoRfl: She said she favors a 


referendum (about 15 cents per J100 as- 
sessed valuation) which she said would 
guarantee the district full state aid fund- 
ing. I.Irs Somogyl said she wants to look 
nt the over-all financial picture of the 
district before determining if any cuts in 
programs should be made to save mon- 
ey. 


• SUPERINTENDENT POWER. 
Mrs. Cashman: "You have to have a 


central administration, but principals 
should have some rein with guidelines." 
She said she believes former Supt. 
James Erviti exerted too much control 
but doesn't favor strung principal control 
of their schools cither.. 


Mrs. Helvle: She said she agrees with 


the neighborhood schools concept and the 
concept of more principal control of their 
buildings. "Wo have to assess the needs 
of each school community Individually." 


McKlm: "If you have good leadership 


in the superintendent's office, then you 
can expect to have a liberalized, two-way 
communication approach. You can't do 
that without trust. Give them (princi- 
pals) the autonomy they need."

unions. "Teachers arc getting an awful 
lot of power. They arc losing sight of 
what their job really is — teaching kids 
— and becoming too concerned with 
'what am I getting out of it.' " 


Mrs. Hclvlc: The cadidatc said she be- 


lieves teachers should be involved in 
making some decisions. "They're the 
ones in the classroom every day." 


McKlm: 'Teacher unions arc here to 


stay. They ore a fact of life. We'll Just 
hove to learn to live with them. I hate to 
see them (unions) banding together, 
though." 


Mrs. Somogyl: "I guess it's good for 


the teachers. If they feel it's good for 
them, they have a right to hove a 
union." 


• HOARD PERFORMANCE 
Mrs. Caslimnn: "We had some prob- 


lems, like Erviti, but seems since I've 
been on the board there's more coopera- 
tion, more listening to each other." 


Mm. Helvle: "The board took too long 


to make a decision in the Erviti matter. 
Tho board did try to seek all sides of the 
issue. I think Gerry Smiley is doing a 
good Job as president in getting the 
board back together." 


McKlm: More communication between 


the board and the public is necessary, he 
said, possibly by using the district news- 
letter more. McKim said he thinks board

Teacher.negotiations, tate of Palatine High, student discipline 


central issues facing 3 incumbents, 4 challengers; vote Saturday

When teachers In High School Dlst. 211 


accepted their salary contract from the 
board of education last (all they vowed 
they would work to put new members on 
the Dlst. 211 board this year. 


The attitude of the board to teacher 


unions and collective bargaining remains 
the hottest Issue in the campaign for the 
Dlst. 211 school board this spring. 


Seven candidates arc running for three 


3-ycar terms on the board In the election 
Saturday. Two candidates, Dcwanc Barn- 
es, 41 S. Elm St., Palatine, and JoAnn 
(Jody) Albrccht, 4450 Dawngatc Ln., 
frilling Meadows, have been endorsed by 
teachers to challenge the three In- 
cumlxmts. William Slcnstrom, 128 Maple 
Ct.. Palatine; Anna Countryman, 233 E. 
Norman Dr., Palatine, and Glenn Har- 
grove, 471 Crcckwood Dr., Palatine. Two 
other candidates running as Independents 
arc Lewis Davidson, 70 King George, 
Palatine, and Richard Gillette, 311 W. 
Daniels, Palatine. 


Several challenges face the Dlst. 211 


board this year Including contract nego- 
tiations with teachers. The fate of Pala- 
tine High School Is another as the board 
will decide whether to abandon the old 
building or uso taxpayer money to re- 
model and renovate It. The district policy 
of suspending and expelling students Is 
also an Issue that continually faces the 
bonrd.

Darnes, 42, Is a former president of tho 


teachers' union In High School Dlst. 207 
and Is a social science teacher at Maine 
West High School, DCS Plalncs. 


Itarncs describes himself as someone 


who has "devoted my life to education" 
and It is for this reason that he hits 
strong feelings on high school curricu- 
lum, 
student discipline and community 


and teacher involvement in the educa- 
tional process. 


"Only recently teachers have been in- 


volved In the broader aspects of educa- 
tion." Too often the board only "hears 
what the administration wants to tell 
them" and they "need to get teachers 
much marc involved In shaping the 
educational process." 


Hut Darnes docs not favor teacher 


strikes. "I would be very reluctant per- 
sonally to strike and I would be reluctant 
to sec any organization strike. It should 
only be a last, desperate resort" 


Barnes said he li not the puppet of any 


teacher group. "I'm not seeking election 
as a tool for any special Interest group. I 
intend to do what Li best for students In 
Dist. 211 and If that meant going con- 
trary to what teachers wanted, I would 
not hesitate. My loyalty would be to the 
office to which I'm elected." 


The present board "tends to serve as a 


rubber stamp for Mr. Creek who serves 
as board president. There doesn't seem 
to be much Individual thinking," Bamcs 
said. He advocates an "open, frank dls- 
cuwlon between the board and the com- 
munity and the board and Its teaching 
staff." 


On student discipline Barnes said, 


"I'm not sure that expelling students is 
the answer" to discipline problems. The 
school should "provide some sort of 
meaningful educational options." 


Barnes said he has no qualms about 


abandoning Palatine High School. "If 
you're going to provide equal educational 
opportunities then you should have equal 
facilities."

Hargravc feels the present board has 


worked well. "I happen to endorse the 
two Incumbents who have worked with 
me. They're good people and they've 
been good board members." 


The Dlst. 211 teachers organization Is 


"finally beginning to act more like a 
union which Is what It really Is." Teach- 
ers do have a voice In school operations, 
he said. "I haven't seen a curriculum 
change that hasn't gone through tho 
whole process and that process starts In 
the classroom." 


Hargrove docns't think tho teachers 


are really as dissatisfied as the union 
makes them sound. "You're talking 
about o real minority of people and these 
are the aggressive ones." 


Palatine High School Li In "miserable 


shape. We know something has to be 
done and something has to be done rath- 
er shortly," ho sold, night now Hargravc 
Is leaning towards selling the old school 
but ho wants to soo more figures on fu- 
ture enrollment. 


Hargravo says ho feels Dist 211's dis- 


cipline policy is a good one. "There has 
to be discipline. We can't rule these 
schools as open societies — there would 
bo chaos." Suspension and expulsion 
"sometimes can bo a damned good 
teaching lesson. Kids hove to learn that 
there arc rules and regulations that have 
lo bo adhered to."

events and projects. "We get so involved 
in figures and money and we forget 
what's going on there." 


Mrs. Countryman says she feels teach- 


ers are involved In curriculum devel- 
opment — "It all starts with them" — 
but she docs not feel educational items 
such as curriculum and class size'should 
bo a part of contract negotiations. 


Mrs. Countryman Is opposed to teacher 


strikes. "I don't think anyone should 
strike — anyone In the service field." 
She was a member of the board's bar- 
gaining team last year and the conflict 
with teachers came as a surprise to her. 
"It seemed like It happened with no 
warning. I was dcvastcd." 


When students arc expelled

Parents must make 
more of an effort to get involved in the 
high schools, she said. 


The discipline policy In Dlst. 211 needs 


another look, she said. "I've never be- 
lieved In suspension as such. I don't 
think nhcn you have a problem the an- 
swer Is to suspend them from school." 


Mrs. 
Albrecht feels Palatine High 


School's days arc numbered. "I think as 
It stands, now, It's going to have a hard 
time meeting the needs of the students. I 
think they need a new school." 


Mrs. Albrccht favors teacher unions 


but is opposed to teacher strikes. "I 
think teachers need to be organized. I 
don't believe in teacher strikes."

resident of Palatine since 1970 and now 
is president of the Chicago Yachting 
Assn. 


Davidson believes taxpayer money in 


Dist. 211 could be put to better use. He 
compares Dist. 211 with New Trier and 
Evanston High School districts which 
both spend more per student "and have 
a better reputation." Last year the dis- 
trict spent $1 million less than budgeted, 
in the education fund. "The students 
should not be deprived," he said. 


There is "less money spent per student 


here than in these other two top township 
schools," The board is "covering up at 
student expense," he said. "Basically I 
feel that in education you've got to know 
numbers and have the guts to stand up to 
other board members and the superin- 
tendent." 


Davidson is critical of the building 


plans for the district's new high school 
and with regard to Palatine High School 
a "feasibility study should be made by 
the board itself. Maybe It will bo needed 
as a school and maybe as a specialty 
school." 


Davidson said lie doesn't believe stu- 


dents should be expelled for truancy. "I 
believe In authority but I don't believe in 
paranoid teachers. Taxes are being paid 
for that student to go to school and as 
long as he is underage he should be in 
school." 


Educational items such as curriculum 


and class size should be negotiated, he 
said. "I see nothing against a union. 
Knowingly or unknowingly people organ- 
ize."

strikes. "If you can't negotiate with a 
firm there is something wrong with 
you."

"I think we've got a darned good sys- 


tem In Dist. 211 and I think our kids are 
getting a damned good education. We've 
got some really dedicated teachers." 


William Stcnstrom, 52, Is a personnel 


and administration -manager and was 
elected to the Dlst. 211 board in 1972. 


Stenstrom sees the conflict between the 


teachers and tho board last year as 
simple stubbornness. "I think the teach- 
ers and the board arc both stubborn and 
don't want to give in." 


The teacher salary schedule is one -of 


his pet peeves. "Our base salary is en- 
tirely too high." He said he favors keep- 
ing the beginning salary low "and re- 
warding the teachers who've been there 
10 to 12 years and really deserve It." The 
top of the salary scale should be raised 
and teachers should receive more fringe 
benefits such as Insurance, he added. 


Educational items such as curriculum 


and class size should be negotiated — 
"they're bargalnable issues," he said. 
But Stcnstrom said he'feels teachers 
have a voice In curriculum development 
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The local scene 


now. "When they say there is not enough 
input I can't buy it. That's where it 
starts." 


On the fate of Palatine High School 


Stcnstrom said, "I think they should 
close it, abandon it and name the new 
one Palatine High School." Stenstrom 
said the school should be sold to the vil- 
lage. "I would like to sec .a Palatine mu- 
nicipal center and a teen center which 
the kids don't have in Palatine." 


Dist. 211's discipline policy "could be 


stricter as far as I'm concerned," he 
said. "Discipline is part of learning for 
kids. It's an expression of love and re- 
spect." But Stenstrom said he loses sleep 
everytime the board expels a student. 
"Shoving that poor kid out in the street 
is not the answer. If a child is such that 
he can't cope with the educational sys- 


. tern the school has an obligation to pro- 


vide opportunities for him."

"For what I get from the district I 


don't think my taxes are exorbitant. My 
children are receiving a good cduca- 


' tlon." 


Richard Glllcttee, 40, is a project man- 


ager in technology development for 
Northrop Corp., Rolling Meadows. Before 
moving to Palatine four years ago he 
was cofounder of the Oak Park Taxpayer 
Society. 


Palatine High School should be saved 


if possible, he said. "I would like to re- 
place the building if It is economically 
feasible. From where I sit now there has 
been no decision. I want to see the finan- 
cial alternative." 


Teachers unions are "the result of tho 


under pay in the past," he said. Although 
c o l l e c t i v e bargaining is acceptable 
"teachers can't demand raises at a rate 
faster than the homeowners can pay the 
taxes." Gillette would like to see a sala- 
ry system that pays teachers according 
to merit and according to the number of 
years they have* served the district. 
"There should be ways to reward those 
really exceptional teachers." 


Gillette does not oppose giving teachers 


the right to strike. "This is a democracy 
and if everyone has the right they should 
have the right" but taxpayers should 
also have the right to refuse to approve 
increases in taxes, he said. 
t 


Dist. 211 "should direct discipline pol- 


icies that affect all children," he said, 
"it means they shouldn't allow a student 
in school with a gun but I don't think it 
means a student should be suspended for 
being tardy too many times. To kick a 
student out for not coming to school 
doesn't seem to make much sense to 
me." 


Gillette would like to sec more special 


classes and activities for students with 
low ability, exceptional ability and those 
who have trouble adapting to school. 
"This may be just the thing to keep the 
truant student in school."

The greening of America's thumb

WASHINGTON — No other spring in 


my memory has produced such a luxu- 
riant crop of gardening books. 


The profusion and variety of literature 


on floriculture and olericulture is truly 
amazing — all the more so to those of us 
who have "brown brains," so to speak. 


If you have ever tried to write a gar- 


dening book, or any other type of book 
for that matter, you know how dis-. 
couraging It can be. The foreword 'with- 
ers, the early chapters droop and fade 
and even the index develops a blight. 


I was pleased to have had a talk 


recently with the garden editor of a na- 
tional magazine who Is the author of one 
of the new books. 


He gave me some pointers that I'm 


sure will be a big help to persons like 
myself whose attempts to write books 


few _ 
have never produced more than a 
spindly paragraphs. 


Light — it's impossible to over-stress 


the importance of proper lighting In writ- 
Ing gardening books. • 
•Some types of authors require more 


light than others and a lot depends on 
whether the book is being written indoors 
or outdoors. 


Generally speaking, indoor authors 


should place their desks before a large 
window or porthole that admits at least 
six hours of daylight. 


If no suitable aperture is available, one 


can quickly be created by kicking a hole 
in the wall. 


Adequate daylight is less critical for 


books written in the evenings. For most 
evening books, artificial illumination 
from whaling lamps or jack-o-lanterns 
will do nicely. 


As for books written out of doors, par- 


tial shade, or indirect sunlight filtered 
through a small swarm of gnats, is Ideal. 


But try to pick a leeward location. 


When the leaves of a manuscript are 
tossed about by the wind, the book may 
become disjointed. 


Also bear in mind that books written in 


longhand, or by hunt-and-peck typists, 
usually require more light than those by 
touch typists. 


Moisture — good drainage is essential 


in writing gardening books. 


Although authors need adequate mois- 


ture to prevent dry wit from developing, 
standing water — for example, water 
that collects around the ankles as a re- 
sult of an overflowing bathtub — retards 
book development. 


Among the defects caused by improper 


drainage are soggy syntax, sodden se- 
mantics and hydrostatic modifiers. 


C l i m a t e — fortunately, gardening 


books are exceedingly hardy and adapt- 
able. They can be written .in almost any 
.climate in which year-round advances 
and royalties are available.

num.NG THE; two* MORE; than a doz- 


en families sold their farms near Berne 
and moved to Missouri where land was 
cheaper and where they believed tho 
danger of their young folk Incoming "too 
wordly" was less than in this area near 
Fort Wayne, one of Indiana's largest 
cities. 


Word trickles back that, for the most 


part, Amlsh families who moved away 
arc settled in their new communities. 
That Includes the group which migrated 
to Missouri and earlier groups which 
went to Iowa, Tennessee and Pennsylva- 
nia. 


But a great many of tho Hoosler Amlsh 


appear to have a sentimental attachment 
to Indiana, where they live peacefully 
with their Old World customs amid their 
more modern neighbors, nhunnlng the 
contemporary lifestyles but being toler- 
ant of those who do not. 


House votes 
for 9V2% 
loan ceiling 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Tho Illinois 


House Tuesday passed, 114-24, a bill to 
keep tho home-mortgage loan interest 
ceiling at 913 per cent until Jan. 1,1977. 


If tho Illinois General Assembly falls to 


act by July 1, the Interest ceiling will 
revert automatically to 8 per cent. Tho 
bill, ipoiuored by Rep. Jack Bcauprc, 
D-Bourbonnais, Is now In the Senate. 


Deaupro originally planned to extend 


tho 94 per cent rate 2!i years until Jan. 
1, 1978, but many representatives said 
this was too long and ho agreed to short- 
on tho extension. 


Even so, some objected to the bill on 


grounds interest rates arc falling. To 
keep tho OVj per cent Interest celling, 
they said, would only give lending In- 
stitutions an unreasonable profit. 


Boaupro argued tho higher rate Is 


needed to give the housing Industry a lift 
and cut down the number of unemployed 
construction workers. "Wo need this so 
Illinois can continue to do great things," 
ho said. 


Rop. Corncal Davis, a Chicago Demo- 


crat representing many poor people, said 
ho voted for the 0& per cent rate bo- 
causo "these banks and savings and 
loans won't lend money, period, if they 
get only 8 per cent."

What's your one dependable, economic- 


al ally in your never-ending battle 
against the high cost of living? 


A good case can be made for a small 


piece of cardboard: your public library 
card. Because it's free, few of us realize 
it can bo a passport to a whole wide 
world of resources and help with just 
about any problem. 


If you havo school-aged youngsters, 


you've probably noticed that few schools 
havo a "library" any more. They call it 
a "learning center," or a "resource cen- 
ter," and maybe that's the way you 
should think of your local public library. 


Oh, the books are still there: hundreds 


and thousands of them, with many more 
available through Inter-library borrowing 
arrangements. If you want to read just 
for pleasure, you can find everything 
from Shakespeare and other classics to 
current best-selling novels, detective 
stories and sci-fi. 


ON THE PRACTICAL side, you can 


learn how to build a vacation cabin, keep 
bees, build furniture, quilt, sew, cook with 
soybeans, rear children, repair cars, 
shop wisely, collect coins or just about 


anything else that interests you — all 
with the help of books, the thrifty and 
original "teaching machines." 


If you're unemployed, you might even 


find a job by applying to firms listed in 
out-of-town telephone books or the vari- 
ous directories shelved In the reference 
section. And many a high school student 
has discovered a scholarship or other fi- 
nancial aid through the reference room's 
collection of college catalogues and other 
publications. 


In short; you can discover almost "ev- 


erything you always wanted to know 
about.'.." practically anything, right in 
your public library, And chances are 
there will be a pleasant, friendly librar- 
ian on hand who will gladly help you find 
it. 


Information, however, is just the be- 


ginning. You'll also find a host of free 
fun, 
enrichment and entertainment. 


While services offered vary, chances ore 
that with a visit to your public library 
you can also do any or all of'the follow- 
ing. 


• Browse through a wide assortment 


of magazine?, newspapers and period- 
icals. 


• Check out a painting or art print for 


your house or apartment. 


• Borrow cartoons for a kids' birthday 


party, or other films for other purposes. 


• Treat your youngsters to special sto- 


ry hours, or free children's films. 


• Treat yourself to a free movie or a 


whole film series at the library. 


• Check out records, tapes and/or cas- 


settes. Some libraries also offer scores, 
albums and sheet music for musicians. 


• Find out if there's a bookmobile that 


stops in your neighborhood, and when. 


• Use the copying machine, usually at 


a modest cost of, say, 10 cents a page. 


• Arrange for a meeting room. Many 


libraries offer these to groups whose 
aims arc, for instance, "educational, cul- 
tural and/or for civic betterment." 


• Check.on special services for senior 


citizens,' hospital patients and others. 
And, if you're going on a trip, see if you 
can arrange long-term vacation borrow- 
ings. 


• Enroll your children in a summer 


reading program. 


• Pick up information on artist scries, 


plays, lectures and other community cul- 
tural and educational events of interest' 
to you. 


• See if your library lets children bor- 


row toys and games. A few libraries 
have even experimented with such un- 
usual features as rent-a-pet or rent- 
a-plant. 


• Find out what specialized services 


might be available' to adults. A Mas- 
sachusetts library, for example, offers 
its patrons use of membership cards to 
various Boston museums and other in- 
stitutions. The cards reduce (or in some 
cases . eliminate) admission fees and 
many also offer a discount on purchases 
in museum gift shops. Patrons on vaca- 
tion can also take along borrowed mem- 
bership cards to out-of-state institutions.

Women and children first 


Certain rights come only with marriage

Dear Attorney Mnrtoccio, 


I'm writing to you in hopes that you 


will put this in your column. Any' girl 
who is planning to "live together" is not. 
only looking for trouble, but she is throw- 
Ing away her future security. Maybe my 
words will fall on deaf cars, but I fed 
obliged to toll my story and hope that it 
will save at least one person from a dis- 
astrous future. She's in for double 
trouble If tho man happens to be married 
and "his wlfo won't give him a divorce," 
so ho says. 


I married right out of high school, set- 


tled down as a devoted wife and mother. 
After wo had three children, tin oldest 
nine at tho time, my husband ran off 
with a girl from his office and I never 
heard from him again. I really zonked 
out and if it were not for tho children, I 
would havo taken a doso of poison. 


I WAS TOO humiliated arid proud to go 


on Public Aid so I moved In with my 
poor mother and father. The next few 
years were ono long nightmare. I had no 
training so had to take jobs that were' 
beyond say physical capacity such as 


waitress and housework, I thank God my 
children turned out so well and that I 
was ablo to support them by myself all 
those years. I even returned to school 
and am still taking college courses. 


In the intervening years I was too dis- 


illusioned to think seriously about re- 
marrying and because my religion does 
not approve'of divorce. I don't know 
what my husband told the girl ho was 
living with, but ho never asked me for a 
divorce. I never heard from him nor did 
he ever contact the children or send us 
any money for their support. 


TWO YEARS AGO, after 12 long years, 


ho came back and had the colossal nerve 
to try to seduce me telling me I had 
turned into a beautiful woman. But even 
then he was not .interested in the chil- 
dren. I was so disgusted with him at this 
point that I began to feel sorry for the 
girl whom I had despised over the years, 
so I decided to divorce him which I did 
by publication and default since I never 
did find out where he was living. 


Now you won't believe this but it's true 


(truth is stranger than fiction1) because 
several months after the divorce, I began 


hearing rumors-that he had died and that 
the girl he lived with was trying to con- 
ceal the fact from me. Well, it was true;' 
I had divorced a dead man so then I was 
his widow. With that status; I became 
owner of his bonds, stocks, Social Secur- 
ity and vet's rlghts.to widows. I even got 
his house*, and all his personal belongings 
down to his suits and wrist watch. After 
15 years of living together his girl friend 
got'nothing. Ho had not bothered to 
change anything, maybe out of a stricken 
conscience, who knows? 


THE MONEY WON'T make up for all 


the troubles I had to experience, but for 
the first time in my life I, .can draw a 
deep breath and feel some sense of se- 
curity. I'm so grateful, I want to tell the 
world and as I said'before, I just want to 
help some girl from makingra mistake. 
It won't matter maybe when she's young, 
but when she gets older, what will she 
have? I do hope I've been of some help.

Legally speaking, It's true that when a 


woman marries — and by virtue of that 
fact — she acquires certain rights that 
she would not otherwise possess. Her 
husband must support her and it doesn't 
matter whether she's a pauper or a mil- 
lionaire. She also becomes endowed with 
certain rights to property he obtains dur- 
ing their marriage and additional rights 
after they divorce, or he dies. These are . 
all facts worth considering, i 


As much as we dislike to associate a 


love relationship .with the hard facts of 
life, it must be done to save 'those who 
will not protect themselves legally. We 
may wish for a time to come when ev- 
eryone feels a moral responsibility for 
his or her own deeds, but since this isn't 
likely to happen, the law must step in 
even though it is often accused of trying 
to straighten out morals. Morality and 
law can hardly be separated. Think of 
murder, cheating another person, lying 
about a product, driving while drunk, 
breaking a contract and try to separate 
the moral from the legal aspects of these 
situations. Can it be done? 


AND THAT "little piece of paper," the 


marriage certificate, is but one of many 


passports to a world filled with pieces of 
paper that represent on attempt to un-' 
scramble our complex way of life. There 
are checks, pay checks, 
mortgages, 


deeds, stocks, bonds, divorce and mar- 
riage papers, diplomas, trusts, wills, to 
name a few. 


The marriage license (and ceremony) 


is indeed legally more than a "piece of 
paper." It provides the right of a wife to 
insure her husband, own property in joint 
tenancy (which when married is a spe- 
cial classification, tenancy by entirety), 
homestead rights and, as the writer 
points out, certain benefits due to veter- 
ans' rights and Social Security. 


Any girl whote thinking of "living to- 


gether" might well stop and ponder what 
she ,\s legally surrendering.

School Key Club members have failed to 
get statewide support for a bylaws 
change to admit female club members 
and ore shouting foul. 


The club led a drive over the weekend 


at the Illinois-Eastern Iowa District Key 
Club convention at the O'Hare Inn, Rose- 
mont, to pass a resolution supporting fe- 
male club members. The resolution 
would bo submitted for a vote at the 
club's national convention this summer. 


Though the first vote ended In a tic, 


which defeated the resolution, a second 
vote lost by six votes, six more than 
wore cast on tho first ballot. 


ELK GROVE CLUB members also arc 


upset 
because walkie-talkie 
commu- 


nications with their advisor, teacher Lcn 
Sparacino, was cut off with a hastily 
passed ruling on the convention floor. 


"A very largo and unethical hand was 


dealt us when wo reached tho floor of 
delegates," said Don Johnson, Elk. Grove 
Key Club president. "Wo were attempt- 
ing to use walldc-talkics to discuss 
strategy. I was ordered not to use them 
and we feel (his is an obstruction of the 
democratic process." 


Johnson also cited a mlxup over the 


resolution itself which was omitted from 


Harold 
Hayward 


the agenda "by mistake," but eventually 
came up for a vote. 


Key Club officials arc divided over 


whether there is a rule against the use of 
walkie-talkies. 


"I would say there is no law that says 


you can't bring a walkie-talkie on the 
convention floor," said Arthur Himmel, 
International Zone Chairman of Key 
Clubs International. "It's an unfair ad- 
vantage," ho added. 


"YOU CAN'T have an adult talking to 


a delegate. It would be like telling some- 
one how to vote," said Howard Smith, a- 
district administrator with the Key Club. 


The setback hasn't dampened the Elk 


Lutheran General art fair April 30 


Grove club's spirit. Members still intend 
to submit a resolution calling for the by- 
laws change at the national convention, 
even though the resolution won't carry as 
much weight as a district-backed resolu- 
tion. 


The girls that make up over half the 


Elk Grove club, however, are out — tem- 
porarily at least. Until bylaws are 
changed, the dub could lose its charger 
unless the girls were removed from the 
club list. 


"We just hope the girls don't say the 


heck with us and go their own way," said 
Sparacino, who added the girls would 
continue working with the club in some 
capacity.

"The girls are in the process of raising 


money now so they can go to the national 
convention in the summer and work for 
the bylaws change," Sparacino said.

ernor of Kiwanis, said he was "terribly 


frightened" of the problems of having 
conventions with both sexes under 18 
years old. 


Hayward said he has been working "to 


do something for the girls" by getting 
"Koywanettes" chapters for girls started 
as companion but separate clubs for girls 
only. 


"My concern Is what the boys want to 


do and they have voted girl members 
down In the past," said Hayward. "But 
whatever their decisions, we'll live by 
it," he said. "Whatever, we don't want to 
teach them subterfuge," he said, referr- 
ing to the current practice of some clubs 
which allow girl members by listing first 
Initials only. 


Key Club officials, though pessimistic 


over the chance of a national bylaws 
change this year, agree that girl mem- 
bers are in the club's future. 


Other districts will be making the 


same proposal the Elk Grove club wants 
at the national convention this year," 
said Himmel.

THREE ALTERNATIVES are avail- 


able in light of the expected "shortfall" 
in revenue, tho commission said. They 
arc: 


• Elimination of the use of Road Fund 


money for purposes other than highway 
construction. The fund currently is used 
for some judicial salaries, state police 
pay and more mass transit purposes. 


• Reducing tho "priority program" by 


about 42 billion. That option, the report 
tald, would involve "either abandoning 
substantial portions of the supplemental 
freeway system or constructing large 


portions of it to less than full freeway 
standard." 


• Tax increases designed to yield 


about $3.6 billion in additional revenue by 
1991. A gas-tax hike of between 7.3 cents 
and 7.5 cents would meet this need, the 
report said. 
The commission said it believes the state 
will have to combine those three alterna- 
tives to find a viable solution to the fi- 
nancial problem. To help in that process, 
the report sold, the commission plans to 
review the "cost-beneft efficiency" of all 
segments of the proposed 1,950-mile sup- 
plemental freeway system. 


FOUR REASONS were cited for the 


"shortfall": 'a hlgher-than-expected in- 
flation rate; excessive diversion of high- 
way funds to nonhighway uses; reduction 
in expected federal resources; and slow 
implementation of existing bond 'pro- 
grams designed to beat inflation. 


Tho commission also said present data 


indicate a "need of revision" in the for- 
mula for division of motor fuel taxes 
among the state, counties and municipal- 
ities. 


In another section, the report recom- 


mended establishment of a $3 million 
"Emergency Bridge Replacement Fund" 
to help localities replace decrepit bridges 
in "emergency situations."

Postal system 
charged with 
selling fraud 


The Independent Postal System of 


America has been charged with fraud in 
selling Independent postal routes to Illi- 
nois residents, Including somo persons 
from tho Northwest suburbs. 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 


filed tho suit Monday in Sangamon Coun- 
ty Circuit Court on behalf of tho State of 
Illinois and at least 70 residents. The suit 
charges tho firm with using deception 
and false promises to sell mail routes to 
prospective customers and aski for an 
unspecified amount of damages and res- 
titution to defrauded customers. 


Tho nationwide firm, based in Okla- 


homa, handles second, third or fourth- 
class mall by distributing plastic pouches 
on doorknobs of residences. The firm's 
authorization to operate In Illinois was 
revoked by tho Secretary of State and 
the Attorney General's office in Decem- 
ber 1972, because it failed to comply with 
state regulations on reporting or filing of 
activities. 


A SUBSIDIARY, the Illinois Chapter of 


Independent Postal Services, Inc., with 
an office in Elk Grove Village, has since 
gone out of business, a Scott spokesman 
•aid. 


The consumer protection department 


of Scott's office has been investigating 
(he company since 1072, when residents 
complained about the business practices. 
An Elk Grove Village resident filed ono 
of tho first complaints in November, 
1972. 


Wayne Wlemerslage, assistant attor- 


ney general, said the 70 persons listed on 
tho complaint lost between $1,000 and 
$10,000 each, although most of the losses 
were under $3,000. He said persons com- 
plained that IPSA promised a certain 
volume of business on routes, which were 
usually priced at $1,000. 


"Wo believe there was mis- 


representation on the volume expected 
on some routes," Wlemerslage said. 
"Somo apparently were worthless or 
near worthless." Ho said IPSA also 
apparently told route buyers that same 
businesses wore signed up for the service 
when they wcro not. 


IPSA still is operating, but not In Illi- 


nois, Wicmerslage said. Tho suit names 
the firm and its president, Thomas Mur- 
ray, as defendants.

An 8-month illness 


I was lioipllnllird with pneumonia and an accumulation of fluid 


on my lung. When I was rclcnsecl from the hospital I wag told to 
Increase my activities tumly ami that I would be back to work In 
two weeks. 


It hasn't worked out that way. After nearly eight months I'm not 


back to work yet. I have viral myocarditis, and was told this re- 
quires time and rest. 


My heart heats fast. It was 120, now It Is around 100. I'm taking 


Lnnosln and was started on Prcdnlsone to reverse the In- 
flammation. 


I've always been very healthy, never even took an aspirin. Would 


you explain what myocarditis Is? If It uncommon? How long might 
this lake? I'm 42. 


I know you must bo discouarged, but hang in there. There are 


many different kinds of heart disease. The 'most common type Is 
heart dnmago caused by fatty-cholesterol deposits In the arteries to 
tho heart muscle. They cause muscle damage by obstruction of the 
flow of blood to the heart muscle. 


Next on the list Is high blood pressure, which Increases the fatty- 


cholesterol deposits and leads to vascular disease of the heart and 
arteries In tho body. 


Hcnrt-valvo damage Is less common now, but was frequent dur- 


ing the years that rheumatic heart disease was a major health 
problem. 


Your condition Is rather rare. It means that your heart muscle, 


called tho myocardium ("myo" means muscle and "card" refers to 
heart) has become Inflamed. The inflammation con be caused by 
any number of Infectious agents (germs), and the body reaction 
that follows. Viruses ore common offenders. In rheumatic heart 
disease, from strcptococcal germs, the reaction often Involved tho 
heart muscle and was called rheumatic myocarditis. 


TUB INFLAMED heart muscle loses its strength and hence its 


ability to contract forcefully. This can lead to heart failure. To help 
your heart your doctor has given you Lanoxin which is a type of 
digitalis that strengthens the heart muscle contractions. 


Fast heart rates are common In myocarditis, particularly when 


tho inflammation Is most severe. As your condition Improves it 
should slow down more. 


It Is unpredictable how long your problem will persist. And I'll 


level with you. It will take a while to tell how much permanent 
damage to the heart muscle you will have. Some of those Inflamed 
heart musclo fibers ore permanently damaged In some cases, but 
not all. When the damage Is minimal, your heart (unction or pump- 
Ing action returns to normal. If there Is a lot of permanent muscle 
damage, the muscle may never be as strong as before and your 
activity may bo limited. 


Tho degree of limitation, if any, can only bo judged with time and 


otter tho disease has run its course. How long that will take varies 
In each cose, and how your own body responds to tho heart in- 
volvement. Many people do recover, though, and return to normal 
living with little or no restrictions. I hope that will eventually be 
the case for you.

Hormones play important role: study 
Ovary removal may retard cancer 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two out of 


every five young women with advanced 
breast cancer show improvement when 
their hormone-producing ovaries are re- 
moved and ona In five older women 
benefit from removal of tho pituitary and 
adrenal glands.. 


Other studies hove shown that removal 


of ovaries in younger women decreases 
their risk of developing breast cancer. 


This Is strong evidence to cancer re- 


searchers that hormones have an Impor- 
tant role In the growth of breast cancer 
hi some women. 


The problem, however, is to find out 


which women with breast cancer have 
the best chance of being helped by surgi- 
cal removal of their ovaries, pituitary or 
adrenal glands after their diseased 
breasts are removed. Removal of the 
hormone-producing glands are major op- 
erations which doctors would like to 
'avoid if they arc not going to help. 


DH. ELWOOD V. JENSEN, director of 


the Ben May Laboratory for Cancer Re- 
search at the University of Chicago, said 
there appears to be a way to determine 
which women have cancer that is hor- 
mone dependent. 


He said at a recent American Cancer 


Society science writers' seminar in San 
Diego the presence or absence of a mate- 
rial called cstrophllin in the tumor speci- 
men taken during a mastectomy seems 
to indicate whether the cancer Is related 
to hormones. Laboratory tests for this 
material were carried out In cancer 
specimens of 128 women with advanced

All were sub- 
jected to some form of hormone-gland 
removal or hormone manipulation. 


Forty-five of the women were found to 


have significant amounts of estrophilln 
and the hormone therapy reduced the 
size of the tumors in 29 women for a 64 
per cent success rate. Of the 83 women 
whose tests indicated their cancers were 
not hormone dependent, only two re- 


sponded to the hormone therapy. 


"IT WOULD APPEAR that about two 


thirds of the patients whose cancer con- 
tain significant amounts of estrophilln 
.can expect benefit from some type of 
endocrine therapy," Jensen said. "But if 
the tumor estrophilin level is below a 
critical value, that patient has little if 
any chance of response to endocrine 
therapy and probably is bettor treated 


directly with chemotherapeutic agents." 


Jensen said the ideal situation would 


be to have every woman with breast can- 
cer tested at the time she undergoes 
breast removal to see if her tumor is one 
which may be affected by hormpne treat- 
ment So far he said such tests probably 
have been carried out on about 1,000 
women in 15 major cancer centers across 
the nation.

speculation. The emphasis is on the tan- 
gible. The wry opposite is inie at the 
tournament itself. Basketball is also a 
game of Intangibles. Among all those 
present In the arena with the exception 
of the media personnel, statistics meant 
nothing. Feelings do. Tills Is where 
U.S.L.A. always seems to have the edge. 


There wai n very definite turning point 


In I III* tournament which came at a moil 
peculiar time, not even during a game. 
At the conclniltm of the first *cml-flnul 
gnmr between Kentucky nnd Syracuse, n 
Ililnl wnvr of "faith" swept over the 
court. U.C.L.A. cheerleader* nnd song 
glrli Ird the charge anil Mere hacked up 
by the llruln band ami "believers" by 
Hie thousand*. 


There was a spiritual quality nlxnit this 


outpouring of human feeling ,iml it left 


its mark on all who witnessed it. There 
was almost an audible "Oh no!" among 
Louisville and Kentucky fans as though 
"the feeling" had hit them and they 
knew what was about to happen. They 
were at more than a basketball tourna- 
ment. Call It a U.C.L.A. revival. From 
thai moment on It was all U.C.L.A. 


Don't be misled by the fact that the 


Bruins trailed Louisville most of that 
Hcml-firial game. No matter. A. U.C.L.A. 
cheerleader phrased It this way after the 
game: 


"When I was a freshman I worried but 


I don't anymore. It may sound ludicrous 
but as far as I was concerned that game 
was never In doubt. It's not a question of 
will they, but of how. When things got 
tight I just looked over at Coach Wooden 
and 1 believed."

Isn't. Neither appears In Furlong's 
bonk, so he Is absolved of, any blame 
along these lines. 


Another cellist in the Chicago Sym- 


phony is Leonore Glazcr, the lovely 
and gifted friend of Mike Cohen. 
Mike is a brilliant Chicago lawyer 
who enjoys a mutucl window as 
much as Leonore relishes, say, 
Stravinsky's "Pctrouchka." Some- 
times Mike will take Leonora to the 
race track, and sometimes Leonore 
will take Mike to the concert, where 
he sometimes stays awake. 


When the Chicago Symphony made 


a tour of Europe,- Mike had a couple 
weeks' vacation and decided to spend 
it close to Leonore. 


As much as Mike liked looking 


over baroque buildings and listening 
to, oh, say, Wagner's "GoUerdamme- 
rung," he still missed the rhythms of 
the hoofs back home.

Lighthouse for Blind shows the way 


When the economy rolls downhill it 


does not swerve when it reaches blind 
and partially sighted persons needing 
work. 


The Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind 


is trying to provide as much employment 
as possible for persons with visual handi- 
caps. To do so it takes on contracts, ob- 
tained on competetivc-bld basis. 


With a work force of 250 at a 40,000- 


square-foot facility on the city's west 
side, Chicago Lighthouse has capacity to 
fill the needs of private industry, said 
Georgo Fearn, executive director. The 
program has been going on since 1906. 


"OUR EMPLOYES ARE experienced 


in assembly, packaging, shrink packag- 
ing and light machine operations," ho 
added. Chicago Lighthouse has its own 
equipment to perform these functions 
and uses high standards for work mea- 
surement, quality, control, production 
control, cost accounting and Inventory 
control, Feam said.

THE WORKSHOP PAYS its regular 


employes a base rate of $1.75 an hour, 
with extra pay for higher production. 
Some earn as much as $4 an hour, Fearn 
said. 


Chicago Lighthouse also has programs 


where the blind are placed at Jobs in pri- 
vate industry including Stouffer's Res- 
taurant, Standard Oil, 1st National Bank 
of Chicago, and Zenith Corp. 


Others include Marriott Hotels, Wai- 


green's, Advance Transformer and Conti- 
nental Insurance. 


Many people are placed into typing 


jobs, including medical transcribers, 
through a program taught at Chicago 
Lighthouse. To facilitate the program 
there is an 8,000-tcrm medical dictionary 
in braille. 


All persons participating in the pro- 


gram are taught how to get around on 
their own using public transportation, 
how to get to their work area, restrooms 
and the cafeteria where they work. 


THE CHICAGO Lighthouse also, spon- 


sors a hot line for the visually Impaired; 
recreational programs Including skiing, 
bowling and monthly dinner parties, in- 
struction In mobility, daily living and, 
general counseling. Many participants in 
the variety of programs have other hand- 
icaps in addition to sight problems. 


More than 1,000 instances of the agen-

NEW YORK — If the North Vietnam- 


ese change their policies, American 
newsmen may soon be reporting from 
Hanoi and other Communist cities. There 
is also a possibility reporters mny follow 
Communist columns as they advance on 
Saigon. 


"Wo are trying to go to Hanoi first," 


said Richard Wald, president of NBC 
News, "Then, we'll try to move around 
tho country." 


.Mark Landsman, director of news as- 


signments at NBC News, said the net- 
work has made a direct approach to the 
Hanoi government to let its newsmen en- 
ter the country. He said NBC also has 
contacted the North Vietnamese delega- 
tion in Paris and Communist officials in 
Saigon to gain admittance. 


"ANOTHER POSSIBILITY 
is that 


John Hart will bo able to get through to 
people he met when ho went to North 
Vietnam for CBS," said Landsman. "We 
also know of several sources outside 
NBC and American newsmen who may 
be helpful." 


If NBC gets into North Vietnam, Land- 


sman said, the next step would be to at- 
tempt to cover the Communist drive on 
Saigon. If this occurs, it may present 
some of the most bizarre newscasts in 
television history — the ability to move 
with former enemies as they battle U.S. 
allies. 


"In terms of getting into the south," 


said Landsman, "I'm not terribly optl-

mlstlc. But I'm hopeful. Certainly, what 
we would like to sec is the plight of the 
people who remained in lost territory. 
What has happened to these people? Has 
there been a slaughter, as some people 
have predicted, or does life go on as usu- 
al?" 


THE NORTH VIETNAMESE have usu- 


ally kept American newsmen out of their 
country during the war years. There 
have been many exceptions, especially 
after Paris peace accords were signed in 
1973, but the overall policy is not favor- 
able to U.S. coverage. 


However, until the North Vietnamese 


change their policy, NBC President Wald 
said his network has purchased film 
from a Japanese news agency, DENPA. 
Several broadcasts have been made us- 
ing DENPA film. He also sold Swedish 
and Canadian film crews were on their 
way to North Vietnam and NBC might 
use some of their reportage. 


A spokesman for ABC sold his network 


has "from time to time" made requests 
to Hanoi for admittance into North Viet- 
nam, but was turned down. The spokes- 
man said ABC does have a man in North 
Vietnam, "but he is not an American." 
When asked for specifics, the ABC 
spokesman declined. 


A spokesman for CBS declined to com- 


ment on his network's activities.

Board hopefuls urge 
long-range planning 


Long-range financial planning was the 


main topic of discussion at the Cast 
Maine Dist. 63 Board of Education candi- 
dates' night Tuesday. 


Tho four candidates, incumbent Jerry 


Abcrn and newcomers Philip Dcckowitz, 
Howard Lossln and Ann Sostrin, spoke to 
40 people attending a PTA-sponsored 
candidates' night at Stevenson School, 
oooo Capitol Dr., DCS Plaines. 


Tho four arc running for two 3-ycar 


terms in Saturday's election. 


All four candidates agreed the district 


must make long-range plans to offset any 
revenue lost because of declining enroll- 
ment. Deckowitz said East Maine is "not 
a rich district, so we must make sure 
that all expenditures return direct value 
to the education of our children. 


"I would expect the physical and finan- 


cial planning to improve," he said, say- 
ing that the educational-service center is 
an example of incomplete planning. 


"There was no operating budget for 


tiic building, no study showing the cost 
or savings of warehousing and no class- 


Local computer-code food 
pricing to be studied 


by JILL BETTNER 


The DCS Plalnos City Council code and 


judiciary committee will Investigate 
computer-code pricing to determine if lo- 
cal food stores are considering adopting 
the system. 


AM. Arthur Erbach, 5th, asked for the 


study at Monday night's city council 
meeting, expressing concern that use of 
the new computer pricing methods would 
mean the price would no longer bo 
stamped on each item. 


The alderman asked the committee to 


determine if the city should regulate 
computer pricing. 


Several consumer groups have leveled 


similar criticisms of the computer sys- 
tems that Involve the use of on electronic 
eye at the check-out counter. The eye 
"reads" prices stamped In the Universal 
Product Code on each Item purchased. 
Many manufacturers have begun mark- 
Ing their products with the code. 


ALTHOUGH NO local food stores arc 


using the computer pricing system, sev- 
eral have adopted electronic registers 
and place somo Items on a "look-up" 
code that Is keyed to the register by 
computer. 


A spokesman for the Jewel store, 810 


Elmhurst Rd., said eggs and somo dairy 
products there are on the "look-up" code 
and so, do not have prices marked on 
each item. However, prices are posted on 
signs near each display, ho said. Tho 
number of Items not Individually-priced 


is about 25 out tf the 12,000 products 
being sold at the store, he added. 


William Newby, Jewel vice president 


for public relations, said there arc only 
11 food stores in Illinois presently testing 
the computer-code pricing system. He 
docs not anticipate the system being 
used widely for at least three or four 
years. 


"Right now, I doubt If we will have 


any computer scanners In DCS Plaines in 
any less than four years," Nowby said. 
"There's always a possibility that things 
could be stepped up, but the system 
hasn't even been evaluated yet." 


WHEN AND IF the system is installed 


In local Jewel stores, Newby said prod- 
uct prices would bo prominently posted, 
although continuing to mark each item 
would cut the economic advantages of 
using the computer code.

Abcrn said the board has brought fi- 


nancial stability to the district. "Three 
years ago, this district had more than a 
$700,000 deficit. Today there is no dcfi- 
cit," he said.

Wo have to consider long-range plan- 
ning," she said. 


Lcssin also called for long-range finan- 


cial planning and criticized the board's 
approval of the educational-service cen- 
ter without a referendum. 


"The board president stated that a ref- 


erendum on the building wouldn't pass. 
The school board took away your vote 
because they didn't have enough faith in 
you," he said. 


Abern said he also was bothered by the 


communications problem in the district. 
"Our board always has had open meet- 
ings — not just in the sense that they're 
open to the public, but also because 
people have the opportunity to talk on 
any item," he said. 


Abern said the board is obligated to 


listen to citizens. "But wo can't knuckle 
under to pressure groups or special inter- 
ests," ho said. 


Schools may ask 15-cent 
tax increase in fall vote 
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Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 is laying 


the groundwork for a referendum this 
fall to raise its tax rate 15 cents per $100 • 
assessed valuation. 


Tho board of education Monday night: 
», Instructed the administration to be- 


gin preparations for a referendum. 


• Joined a lobby group, Dual Unit 


Equality, to work for legislation allowing 
school districts to raise taxes to $1.95 per 
$100 assessed valuation without a refer- 
endum. 


Dist. SB's current tax rate is $1.80 per 


$100 assessed valuation. A 15-cent in- 
crease, to $1.95, would mean the owner 
of property with an equalized assessed 
valuation of $10,000 would pay $185 hi 
school taxes. 


Acting Supt. Roger Bardwcll said he 


believes a referendum raising the tax 
rate to "at least $1.95" will be needed to 
maintain the district's standards. "If we 
don't get It, wo won't have enough mon- 
ey to offer oven an average program," 
he said. . 


'"I'd like to hit higher than that," Bard- 


wcll said. "Then we could do something 
better, something the people could seel" 


BARDWELL SAID the tax increase 


"might not be needed four or five years 
from now," when district finances are 
expected to look better. But until then 
local tax contributions will have to bo 
higher, Bardwell said. 
. The district looked Into the possibility 
of a referendum to raise taxes last year, 
byt public sentiment was against It, and 
the board backed off. 


By taxing at the $1.95 rate, districts 


get the maximum amount of state old for 
their districts. Districts taxing under the 
$1.95 rate, like Dist. 59, lose both the lo- 
cal tax and some state-aid. 


Bardwell said administrative planning 


of the referendum was needed "to be 
prepared"'lf a referendum is called for 
later this year. The district long-range 
financial planning committee suggested 
a referendum'may be needed this fall. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday's 


meeting, the board set May 25 for the 
dedication of Marshall School, formerly 
Cook School, 711 Chelmsford Ln., Elk 
Grove Village.

The smartly-dressed woman choked 


back tears as she pressed the picture of 
the Asian girl into Georgia Goldstein's 
hands. She had come to the airport Tues- > 
day to encourage Mrs. Goldstein and to 
moke sure she would know where to look 
for a 17-year-old Vietnamese child. 


It was Mrs. Goldstein doing the encour- 


aging, though, as she and her husband, 
Norman, waited to start the first leg of 
their uncertain mission to war-mangled, 
collapsing South Vietnam, half a world 
away. 


"Don't worry," a smiling Mrs. Gold- 


stein told Mrs. J. M. Roe of Hinsdale. 
"We'll bring her back." 


"We have been sponsors for her for 


about two years," Mrs. Roe said of the 
17-year-old as she wipoJ her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Binh, just 
north of Saigon, but they told me it's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully she's 
all right, but we're trying to bring her 
here." 


MRS. ROE was one of many who con- 


tacted the Goldsteins since hearing of the 
couple's plans to rescue their 8-year-old 
adopted Vietnamese daughter and as 
many other children as they can. ' 


".The lost correspondence we just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said. 
"But we're willing to take any child. If 
there is a child she can bring back, it 
will have a home with us." 


Tho Goldsteins, 1952 Holbrook Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, left'Tuesday afternoon 
for the South Vietnamese capital where 
they hope to find their daughter, To 
Oanh, and some 27 other youngsters 
ranging in age from 6 months to 18 years 
whom Americans like Mrs. Roe and Viet- 
namese have asked them to bring back.

take the trip, the Goldsteins naive re-

By rejecting the pro- 
gram, the city did not really maintain 
any local control over the development of 
housing for low-and moderate-Income 
families, ho said. 


"WK COULD HAVE a subsidized 


opartmcnt complex In tho city tomor- 
row," Schcrcr said. 


Brannlgan Bfl4 North Avc., takes the 


opposite stand, saying he believes the 
city mado a wise move In rejecting the 
funds'. 


"Wo would be forced by tho govern- 


ment to bring In people to the city," 
Brannlgan said. "Tho government keeps 
changing Iho rules and if the government 
keeps giving people money to pay for 
tlidr homes, they won't appreciate their 
homes as much." 


Schcrcr, a 43-year-old civil engineer

Dundee Road restaurants 


Buffalo Grovo officials have rejected 


compromise plans for two Dundee Road 
restaurants, proposals offered in an at- 
tempt to settle a lawsuit filed against the 
village last December by Dominion De- 
velopment Co. 


The new plans, presented at a closed 


session before Monday night's -village 
b o a r d meeting, made "some con- 
cessions" but are not close enough to the 
originally approved plans to make them 
acceptable, Village Pres. Gary Arm- 
strong said Tuesday. 


The firm sued the village after it re- 


fused to issue building permits for a Piz- 
za Hut and Kentucky Fried Chicken res- 
taurants. Village officials said plans for 
the property had been changed since 
they were approved originally. 


TUB COMPANY Is seeking a court or- 


der requiring Issuance of the permits. Its 
lawsuit will be heard April 17 In Circuit 
Court, Village Atty. Richard Raysa sold. 


After filing suit lost December Domi- 


nion asked for a parley with village offi- 


cials to discuss the matter out of court. 


Before the suit, Dominion sought and 


was granted village permission to con- 
struct a service station and office com- 
plex at Dundee and Buffalo Grove roads. 


Port of the property on which the ser- 


vice station was to be built was later sold 
to Marathon Oil Co. and Dominion 
changed its plans to include the two res- 
taurants. 


V i l l a g e officials objected to the 


changes and the project was eventually 
voted down by the plan commission and 
board of trustees who said it did not con- 
form to site plans and that a restaurant 
was unsuitable for the property.

Armstrong said the village has no in- 


tention of issuing building permits to Do- 
minion. He called proposals for the two 
restaurants "a disgusting use of that 
property." 


Attorneys for Dominion could not be 


reached for comment Tuesday.

HUNDREDS OF RESIDENTS later 


complained they were being excessively 
charged, leading Armstrong to call for a 
new sampling of village water use to de- 
termine if the original study, which 
called for the increase, was correct. 


Officials found the first survey to be 


accurate and the rates remained. 


"It was never the intent of the finance 


committee to set the rate so high that 
we'd get more revenue than was abso- 
lutely necessary," Larson said. 


HE SAID THE 20 to 25 per cent in- 


crease in revenues generated by the new 
rates plus some $100,000 In federal grants 
will be taken into account to see if rates 
con be reduced. But it will be at least 
October before {'we fully realize the ef- 
fect of water revenue increases," he 
said. 


Later this year, village officials will 


have a better idea if revenues are 
enough to carry Buffalo Grove through 
the summer months when water usage is 
highest, Larson said. 


Armstrong said, "you have to keep in 


mind that we're (officials) not any hap- 
pier with the water rates than they (resi- 
dents) arc — it was a decision the board 
had to make in order to maintain the 
bond ordinance and keep'the water sys- 
tem solvent." 


Raises may come later-if money's there 


Buffalo Grovo officials will consider In- 


creased raises for village employes later 
in the year if money is available. 


Village officials said Tuesday a study 


probably will bo made In May or June tn 
compare the 8.5 per cent hike given mu- 
nicipal workers Monday with wage lilkrs 
in other suburbs and those In industry. 


But Village Pres. Gary ArnvArong 


said, "Unless there's some significant 
change In the revenue picture, I don't 
see any change In the salary structure." 
He said, however, such a study should be 
conducted "when we're not doing it along 
with the budget, when time is of a pre- 
mium." 


MOST VILLAGE employes, including 


patrolmen, received the 8.5 per cent In- 
crease. The wage is expected to take ef- 
fect May I, the beginning of the new fis- 
cal year. 


The decision did not include some part- 


time positions that were given less than 
that amount and a few supervisory posts, 
such as police sergeants, who were given 
raises of 9.1 per cent. The police depart- 
ment employs four sergeants who will be 
paid a starting salary of $14,328 rather 
than the current 113,200. A sergeants' top 


pay was raised from $16,500 to $18,000 
with the increase. 


Armstrong said patrolmen were given 


85 per cent, however, because the vil- 
lage "just didn't have the money" at 
present to raise their wages any hghor. 
The raise, decided on by village trustees 
Monday, is a little higher than the 7.2 per 
cent hike recommended by Village Mgr, 
Daniel Larson last February. 


Patrolman salaries will increase from 


a beginning rate of $10,500 to $11,388 to a 
top scale of $15,924, up from the previous 
$14,676. 


DESPITE THE board decision that 8 5 


per cent would be more in line with cost 
of living increases than 7.2, some police- 
men expressed disappointment, saying 
their wages still lag behind salaries paid 
police in neighboring communities. 


In addition, some police said they 


should bo paid more than other munici- 
pal workers because they face greater 
job responsibilities. 


"We want to be separate because the 


circumstances surrounding our job war- 
rant we're different," said Patrolman 
William Bennett, a police spokesman. 


He.said It would be "fantastic" if the 


proposed study shows patrolman wages 
should be raised even higher, but said he 
was doubtful that would happen due to 


Buffalo Grove's continued tight financial 
situation. 


Earlier this year, the department was 


seeking a 15 to 20 per cent wage hike but 
later went before the board in search of 
•a 12 per cent pay increase asking village 
officials to trim the budget for such a 
raise.

The smartly-dressed woman choked 


back tears as she pressed the picture of 
the Asian girl into Georgia Goldstein's 
hands. She had come to the airport Tues- 
day to encourage Mrs. Goldstein and to 
make sure she would know where to look 
for a 17-year-old Vietnamese child. 


It was Mrs. Goldstein doing the encour- 


aging, though, as she and her husband, 
Norman, waited to start the first leg of 
their uncertain mission to war-mangled, 
collapsing South Vietnam, half a world 
away. 


"Don't worry," a smiling Mrs. Gold- 


stein told Mrs. J. M. Roe of Hinsdale. 
"We'll bring her back." 


"We have been sponsors for her for 


about two years," Mrs. Roe said of the 
17-year-old as she wiped her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Blnh, Just 
north of Saigon, but they told me It's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully she's 
all right, but welre trying to bring her 
here." 


MRS. ROE was one of many who con- 


tacted the Goldsteins since hearing of the 
couple's plans to rescue their 8-year-old 
adopted Vietnamese daughter and as 
many other children as they can. 


"The last correspondence we Just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said. 
"But we're willing to take any child. If 
there is a child she can bring back, it 
will have a home with us." 


The Goldsteins, 1952 Holbrook Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, left Tuesday afternoon 
for the South Vietnamese capital where 
they hope to find their daughter, -To 
Oanh, and some 27 other youngsters 
ranging in age from 6 months to IB years 
whom Americans like Mrs. Roe and Viet- 
namese have asked them to bring back. 


Since they decided last week to under- 


take the trip, the Goldsteins have re- 
ceived countless gestures of support, but 
t h e airplane's mechanical problem 
threatened Tuesday to challenge them. 


For the other Honolulu-bound passen- 


gers, the delay was just art unpleasant

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300 more Viet orphans reach U.S. 


by United Press International 


Nearly 300 more Vietnamese orphans 


arrived In the United States fuesday to 
begin new lives with foster families 
across the nation, far from the war In 
their homeland. 


Another Operation Dabyllft jet arrived 


at Travis AFB, Calif., carrying 286 or- 
phans. Sixteen other children who had 
been aboard the Overseas National Air- 
ways DC10 charter were taken off at 
Honolulu and hospitalized with diarrhea, 
dehydration and penumonla. 


Thousands more children still waiting 


In Saigon for flights out of the country 
were held up by a curfew imposed after 
the bombing of the presidential palace. 
In Phnom Penh, a U.S. Embassy 
spokesman said talks were under way 
with the Cambodian government to air- 
lift as many as 730 children a day out of 
that besieged city. 


AT THE PltESIDIO of San Francisco, 


the Army base where most of the arriv- 
ing orphans havo been taken to await 
their new parents or stay while awaiting 
flights to other cities, medical personnel 
said 76 had been hospitalized since Satur- 
day. 


"None of them Is seriously ill," said 


Col. James L. Stewart, chief of pedia- 
trics at Lcttcrman Army Hospital. Ho 
sold typical problems included skin rash- 
es, car Infections and mild dehydration. 


"There have been no rare or bizarre or 


tropical diseases among the orphans," 
said Dr. Alex Stalcup. "Whnt we have 
found Is the garden variety of illnesses, 
nothing different from what you'd find in 


the family pediatrician's office." 


STEWART SAID THE weekend siege 


of chicken pox had eased, and several of 
the nearly two dozen children who were 
diagnosed as having chicken pox had 
now gone on to their foster homes. 


Stewardesses from several airlines vol- 


unteered to tend the young children on 
flights to their new homes. 


"Wo are Ideal people to transport these 


children," sold Judy Underwood,- super- 
vising stewardess for Braniff Airlines. 
"Many are tiny babies and they can sit 
on our laps." 


Sho said 106 stewardesses have helped 


out, and another 50 are standing by. 


At midday, 224 children wore still at 


the "huge playpen," the reserve training 
' center, and other buildings at the Pre- 
sidio. Stewart said about 600 had been 
processed through the Presidio, and they 
expected to handle a total of 1,000 by the 
end of the week. 


ONE BUILDING, A former WAC bar- 


racks, was a center of quiet activity. 
Most of the children, dressed in western 
clothes, played on mattresses which cov- 
ered the floor, while volunteer nurses 
and doctors acted as babysitters. 


Toys and blankets were strewn across 


the floor. Tables were covered with cans 
and baby bottles, more toys and band- 
ages. 


On the second floor were about 20 par- 


titioned cubicles used as a medical dis- 
pensary for children who needed special 
medical attention. Nursery posters cov- 
ered the walls as the children played In- 
side the cubicles.

Improvements in curriculum, student services needed say 


two incumbents, two newcomers seeking two board seats

Improvements In curriculum and 


student services are needed in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, say 
tho four candidates running for the 
board of education in Saturday's 
election. 


Tho candidates are seeking two 


three-year terms. Incumbents Lillian 
Stiller and Susan Roso arc being 
challenged by newcomers Allan 
Blattner and James DoNoma. Mrs. 
Stiller, Mrs. Roso and Blattncr were 
endorsed by tho Dist. 21 caucus. 


Mrs. Stiller, 603 S. Wayne PI., 


Wheeling, Is seeking her fourth term. 
Mrs. Roso, 33, of 174 Timber Hill 
Rd., Buffalo Grove, was appointed to 
tho board in August and is a former 
teacher. Blattncr, 32, of 802 W. Burr 
Oak Dr., Arlington Heights, is a 
manager In the plan and rate deport- 
ment of Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 
DeNoma. 34, of 544 White Pino Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, Is a guidance coun- 
selor at Rolling Meadows High 
School and a former teacher at Pros- 
pect High School. 


DcNoma said he wants more stu- 


dent services In the elementary 
schools to handle problems that arc 
difficult to correct by the time a stu- 
dent reaches high school. He said 
parents and students often have 
many negative associations with 
school by the time a student enters 
high school that psychologists, social 
workers and guidance counselors in

elementary schools could help pre- 
vent. 


Mrs. Rose and Blattncr said for- 


eign language should be offered to 
students, starting in the primary 
grades. 


Mrs. Rose said foreign languages 


should bo voluntary and offered to 
students who could handle the extra 
work load. Blattncr said foreign lan- 
guage should be introduced in kind- 
ergarten If possible because "by 
the time students get to high school, 
they would be fluent in the language. 
They'd think in the language." 


During her nine years on the board 


Mrs. Stiller said the district has been 
concerned with having enough money 
for building schools and paying the 
bills. Now that finances arc more se- 
cure, she said the board should look 
into curriculum improvements espe- 
cially In reading and science. Before 
adding too many extras to the cur- 
riculum she said the board should re- 
alize that financial problems could 
arise in the future. 


In interviews with The Herald the 


candidates also discussed: 


• COMMUNITY RELATIONS: 
Blattner: "I think there arc some 


problems communicating with par- 
ents," he said. Board 
members 


should go out to the people and "find 


out what the people ore thinking and 
respond to the people about why the 
board is doing what they're doing." 
He also said the board should use the 
"expertise of people in this district" 
through more citizen committees. 


DeNoma: The district newsletter 


tends to be for public relations and 
avoids the problems, he said. Par- 
ents have a right to be heard. If par- 
ents had questions or a problem 
arose, he said he would like to set up 
a time to meet with the parents for 
discussion. 


Mrs. Rote: She wants Increased in- 


creased Involvement of the residents 
through citizen committees because 
"it makes them feel more a part of 
the district." The board should listen 
to all parents who come before them 
with a complaint or opinion, she said. 


Mrs. Stiller: "We should have 


more publicity and get the word 
out," she said. She wants more citi- 
zen committees because It gives the 
board more views of the community 
and moke citizens feel part of the 
district. 


• STANDARDIZED TESTS: 
Blattner: "Standardized test scores 


are an excellent tool and should be 
used. They indicate problems, weak- 
nesses and areas for improvement," 
he said. Dist. 21 scores do not "rate 
favorably" with other districts and 
he wants to see why students 
achieved the scores they did. 


DeNoraa: "Standardized tests are 


questionable. They are not a precise 
measuring tool. They are not in- 
tended to measure curriculum," he 
said. They are good for looking at 
the progress,of individual children 
and schools. 


Mrs. Rose: "I'd like to see the up- 


grading of the scores on the Iowa 
tests. If there are low scores in some 
areas there obviously are problems 
there. You can't throw them out. You 
have to hunt for the reasons behind 
the scores," she said. 


Mrs. Stiller: "I don't think it's the 


last thing." She said she approves of 
the district working on its own tests 
to specifically test Dist. 21 curricu- 
lum as well as basic skills.

Demand apology for Old Madrid'charges 
Officials hit 'attacks on integrity9

A Palatine trustee and four former vil- 


lage board colleagues have demanded a 
public apology from current board mem- 
bers for Implying wrongdoing In approv- 
al of the Old Madrid complex. 


Former Village Prcs. Jock Moodie, 


former trustees Clayton W. Brawn, Terry 
L. Lelghty and Thomas C. Kearns and 
current trustee Fred H. Zajonc, mem- 
bers of the board In 1869-71 when the ion- 
Ing, annexation and plans for the Old 
Madrid complex were approved, claim 
the current board hat cast doubt on their 
integrity. 


The five, members of the now-defunct 


Village Independent Party, cited a reso- 
lution adopted by the Republlcan-doml-' 
nated village board In February asking 
the U.S. Attorney'! office to Investigate 
the village'* role In an alleged kickback 
schema Involving the 66-acre parcel at 
Hicks and Baldwin roads. 


NATHANIEL I. GREY, attorney for 


the five, said the resolution was phrased 
"in such a manner as to cast doubt on, 


and impugn, the honesty of the members 
of the Board of Trustees of the Village 
during the years 1969 through 1071. 7he 
resolution prompts these aspersions with- 
out any supporting fact, without causo 
and by innuendo. Such tactics far exceed 
any bounds of decency or propriety, in or 
out of the political arena." 


A VIP slate including Brown and 


Lelghty was soundly defeated In 1073 by 
the current Republican board members. 
The Village Independent Party has since 
dissolved, leaving only Zajonc, who Is 


• seeking reelection as an Independent, on 
the village board. 


The resolution followed the indictment 


of Floyd T. Fulle, county Republican 
chairman, on two counts of extortion in 
connection with the Old Madrid property. 
The resolution outlined four areas of pos- 
sible wrondgolng at the village level. 


Brown said the resolution "bordered on 


slander" but said no court action against 
the current board is planned at this time. 


"The resolution was nothing more than 


a political smokescreen (to direct atten- 


tion away from Fulle)," Brown said. "If 
they really and truly suspected us of 
wrongdoing they should have written a 
letter with some discretion instead of 
making public statements." 


ZAJONC said he believes the five "de- 


serve a fair redress." He said current 
trustees have been Informed by the U.S. 
Attorney's Office that there is no reason 
to believe there was any wrongdoing on 
the part of appointed or elected village 
officials In connection with Old Madrid 
and said this should be made public. As- 
sistant U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas said 
Tuesday he could not comment on the 
matter. 


U.S. Atty. James Thompson's office "is 


proceeding with the case against Fulle 
and no one from the village has been 
called as a witness, to testify or even for 
questioning, which means these people 
were not Involved in the village," Zajonc 
said.

Anthony Augustine, an attorney with

The complex, 
opened in June, was financed with mon- 
ey from the state housing development 
authority through sale of tax-exempt 
notes and bonds. Federal funds provide 
the subsidy. 


Market-value rentals range from $215 


to $265, with subsidized rates of $130 to 
$202. The increase would boost market 
value rents to between $237 and $285 and 
subsidized units would cost $148 to $220. 


Augustine said the increase is needed 


because of increasing-costs of services 
and supplies, as well as losses experi- 
enced by the firm in litigation with four 
subcontractors who abandoned the proj- 
ect and went out of business. "We just 
cannot go any lower than 10 per cent and 
even then it moans we are still providing 
lower rents than can be found elsewhere 
in the area," he said.

"The board 
should look at it as a whole and moke a 
sound judgment." 


Meyer: "In certain ureas of Rolling 


Meadows we are now starting to mature 
where a few years ago we had the high- 
est birth rate in the country. But on the 
other side of our district we are still grow 
ing," he said. The board is now taking 
a look at what to do with empty class- 
rooms. "We have to make a decision on 
whether we are going to have to bus, 
reconvert schools for offices, sell them or 
close them." Changing boundaries dls- 
trictwide is "too dangerous to do with 
the unpredictability of growth," he sold. 
"You have to face this year by year and 
to the best of your ability eliminate as 
much transportation as possible. But you 
cant build a school in everybody's back- 
yard." 


Kendall: "I would open up the schools 


as public buildings for maximum utili- 
zation both during the day and the eve- 
ning," he said, but he docs not preclude 
the possibility of selling a school build- 
ing. On school boundaries, "It's better 
for children If they can go to school in an 
area where they live and play," he said.

TIVE BARGAINING. 


Meyer: "Before the union we were a 


smaller district with more personal rela- 
tionship between the teachers and the 
board. Today we are a big district. Until 
the pressures of the teachers' council 
came to boar maybe our ears weren't as 
open and attentive as we thought they 
were, but as soon as you have a union 
some of the powers of the people are lost. 
We really have lost some of the warm- 
ness and closeness when someone is In- 
terceding in their behalf," he said. 


Kendall: 'I think everybody who 


works has an absolute right to work to- 
gether to achieve common goals," he 
said. Teachers should have the right to 
strike. "I think everyone has the right to 
withhold their labor. When people ex- 
ercise their rights it's a healthy thing." 


Ellering: Board members should not 


always play an active role in salary ne- 
gotiations, he said. "I don't think all 
board members have the expertise. I 
don't think a board can get involved in 
all cases, there Isn't enough time." On 
unions, "I don't feel they detract, but I 
don't feel they add much either. I think 
there should be soma involvement of 
teachers .and the board. I think there 
should be a balance," he said.' 


Wente: Teachers should be able to 


"lobby like most other professionals," he 
said. "I feel they should have bargaining 
but they shouldn't strike" because It pre- 
sents a "bad mental attitude for the chil- 
dren." The board should do the negotiat- 
ing Itself, he said. "That's what the 
board is elected for and that's what they 
should do. If they don't, they're passing 
tho buck."

Norman Dr., all of Palatine, arc being 
challenged by two candidates who have 
been endorsed by Dlst. 211 teachers De- 
wane Barnes, 41 S. Elm St., Palatine, 
and JoAnne Albrecht, 4450 Dawngate 
Ln., Rolling Meadows, and two Indepen- 


dent candidates, Richard Gillette, 311 W. 
Daniels Rd., Palatine and Lewis David- 
son, 70 King George Ct., Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Last year's referendum for building 


construction In Dlst. 211 was "a first 
step In the Improvement of education," 
said Mrs. Albrecht, out "the second step 
Is now what I'm concerned with and that 
Is what goes on Inside those buildings." 


Department chairmen in Dlst. 211 


schools should have a vote on the dis- 
trict's curriculum committee, said Mrs.

Arlington Heights probes 
new taxes for race track

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has instructed Village Ally. Jack M. 
Slegcl to Investigate the possibilities of 
levying now taxes against Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


Under consideration are village parking 


admission and parimutucl taxes which, if 
enacted, could mean hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars In revenue. 


Two possible routes are open to the vll- 


lage. It could attempt to collect a tax 
under its home-rule power. A dally park- 
Ing tax certainly could be legislated in 
this way, Slegcl said. 


Or the village can await the outcome 


of a bill, now pending In the Illinois 
House of Representatives, that would re- 
move the statutory obstacles to the pow- 
er of local governments to tax race 
tracks. 


STATE REP. Henry Klosak. R-Cfcro, 


one of the bill's sponsors, said Tuesday 
he supports local admission taxes be- 
cause he believes municipalities with 
race tracks Incur additional costs

lington Heights has to subsidize horse 


Village garbage 
cost declines 


The Village of Hoffman Estrtcs will 


pay 2 cents a month less per household 
for curbsido garbage collection under a 
now scavenger contract awarded to 
Brownlng-Fcrrls Industries, Barrington. 


Terms of the contract specify a month- 


ly rate of $3.34 per residence for curb 
collection and $6.28 for rear door service. 
Costs currently are $3.38 per month for 
curb service and the now contract docs 
not change roar door rates. Twice week- 
ly collections between June 1 and Aug. 31 
will cost an additional $1.09 a month. 


The village levies a garbage lax which 


costs residents about 24 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. The village uses the 
tax money to contract for curb pickup 
and residents using backdoor service pay 
the difference. 


Village Pros. Virginia Hayter csti- 


mated the garbage tax levy for the corn- 
Ing year at about $300,000, which she said 
will probably cover scavenger costs for 
that period. 


The three-year contract begins May 1 


and Includes an option to renew for five 
years. It contains an escalator clause 
providing for periodic rate Increases.

With all the noise, the traffic 
and the inconvenience to the people, 
they're entitled to something," he said. 


The present Illinois horse-racing law 


gives exclusive power to tax race tracks 
to the state. That law is being challenged 
In Circuit Court by the Town of Cicero 
which is seeking to collect a ID-cent per 
person admission tax on patrons of 
Sportsman's Park. The head tax was 
passed under Cicero's home-rule power. 


Based on last year's attendance at Ar- 


lington Park, a 10-ccnt admission tax 
would net tho Village of Arlington 
Heights $121,533 from the racing season 
alone. A 1 per cent local parimutuel tax, 
based on last year's wagering, would 
bring In nearly $1.4 million. 


"Tho (state) law on the books today 


is ridiculous," Kosak said. "Who in the 
world made race tracks that powerful?" 


Klosak said he has "an awful lot of 


work to do" before he can hope for 
House passage of the bill which is co- 
sponsored by House Majority Leader 
Gerald Shea, D-Rlvcrslde. 


"I'd certainly appreciate the Village of 


Arlington Heights giving me some sup- 
port," Klosak said. 


THE ILLINOIS Racing Board Is 


among tho forces opposed to changes in 
the race track tax law. And In fact it is 
the radng board, represented by the Illi- 
nois Attorney General's office, that is 
blocking the collection of Cicero's admis- 
sion tax. A Circuit Court decision in the 
case Is anticipated by June, Klosak said. 
But the virtual certainty of appeal will 
delay a final verdict at least to the end 
of the year. 


A spokesman for the racing board said 


one of the reasons the board Is opposing 
the House bill Is because It would open 
tho way to local parimutuel taxes as well 
as an admission tax. 


Last year, total revenue to the State of 


Illinois from horse racing amounted to 
$62.4 million, of which $55.2 million was 
derived from parimutuel taxes. 


Thus far, officials at Arlington Park 


Race Track have not taken a position on 
cither the pending change in state law or 
reports that the village Is considering lo- 
cal race track taxes. 


However a lobbyist for race tracks in 


the stale, Ron Swanson, opposed the 
Shea-Klosak bill during recent hearings 
by the House Revenue Committee which 
eventually approved the bill 17 to 5. 
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Barnes told the audience, "I believe it 


Is time for a change. I think it's time for 
an Independent thinker." The board now 
"simply rubber stamps recommenda-. 
tlons made by the board president or ad- 
ministration." 
'The board "seems disinterested In 
hearing from the community it serves. It 
acts in splendid isolation," Barnes said. 
"Board members must be receptive to 
the needs and wishes of the community." 


Barnes said the board also "falls to

With- 
out this discussion the community cannot

A RECENT Gallup poll shows that 63 


per cent of the public cannot name any- 
thing the local school board has done 
during the past year, said Mrs. Coun- 
tryman, who feels the biggest challenge 
facing the district Is getting more par- 
ents involved in the high schools. 


The role of the board is to "provide an 


efficient and equal system" of education 
and develop goals and policies "The 
board docs not run the school. This Is 
the Job of the administration, she said. 


"I want to be the watchdog for the 


teachers, for the students and for the citi 
zcns themselves," said Davidson. "I be- 
lieve teachers should be treated as pro- 
fessionals," he said, but should not have 
the right to strike. 


Davidson criticized the district's finan- 


cial operation saying the board took in 
$400,000 more than it spent last year. He 


also questioned whether the district 
would have enough money to build it's 
sixth high school now under construction 
in Palatine. 


Finances are the biggest challenge fac- 


ing the board of education, Gillette said. 
Families are finding it "harder and 
harder to make ends meet" and "these 
same problems are the major ones of the 
school board." The board should concen- 
trate on measuring the effectiveness of 
school programs and curriculum,' he 
said. "You must not pick things that just 
look good, but things that can be mea- 
sured." 


AN ONGOING PROBLEM with all 


boards of education is "fiscal responsi- 
bility," Hargrave said. The district has 
had a balanced budget each year and 
"your school board has been able to low- 
er your tax rate in the school district for 
the post three years. There Is every evi- 


denco that we will be able to do it again 
this year." 


The job of the board is not to run the 


day-to-day operations of the district, but 
to approve policies and keep a vigil over 
school finances, he said. "If I'm elected I 
will keep that vigil for you." 


"I'm proud of our district and proud, of 


our accomplishments," Stenstrom said. 
Board members have been "fiscal 
watchdogs" over taxpayer money. 


Stcnstrom said the biggest problem 


facing the district is getting parents in- 
volved. In the past year the district d.is- 
cussed graduation requirements, drug 
and alcohol problems of teenagers, (he 
math program and It passed a $40 mil- 
lion budget all without comment from 
the community, he said. In a district that 
is the second largest high school district 
in the state, parent interest and 'in- 
volvement is essential.

Rose advised the city council that the 
building, planned at 3250 S. Plum Grove 
Rd.. falls within tho property's 1971 an- 
nexation agreement with the city. 


Residents of the Dawngatc Home- 


owners Assn., who oppose the facility, 
took issue with the ruling. Clarence 
Lorcntz. 4424 Dawngate Ct., on associ- 
ation spokesman, said the group would 
"seek advice fpom the Dcpt. of Mental 
Health to find out just what's going into 
that home." 


Meadows Shelter Care Inc., officials 


announced plans for the M-pcrson home 


March 14 after construction already had 
begun. 


Rose was directed March 25 to deter- 


mine if Meadows would legally constitute 
a rehabilitation center, a use denied in 
the 1971 annexation agreement. Rose, in 
his report, cited descriptions of the facil- 
ity given In an April 1 letter by Byrn 
Witt, one of Its directors and the former 
director of Clcarbrook Center for the de- 
iclopmcntally disabled in Rolling Mead- 
ows.

Meadows said Tuesday It Is Aid. Stephen 
J. Ebcrhard's own fault if he Is not 
aware of what Is happening in the city.

doing," tho mayor said. 


Eborhard, 3rd, cited a lack of informa- 


tion earlier thl» week In a statement en- 
dorsing Meyer's challenger, William J. 
Mtecska, for mayor. Eberhard charged 
Information has not been passed from 
the mayor's office to the aldermen. 


THE MA YOU ALSO pointed to Ebcr- 


hard's charge too many city personnel 
have city-owned cars at their disposal 24 
hours a day as an example of Eberhard's 
lack of knowledge of city business. Mey- 
er said only three city employes — 
the chiefs of public works, police and fire 
departments — have cars at their dis- 
posal at all times. 


Eberhard said police personnel also 


use unmarked squad cars 24 hours per 
day for personal business, and that some 
of tho department chiefs abuse tho city 
aulo privileges they have received, using 
the cars for personal chores. 


The lack of Information has to do with 


now development plans and potential 
land annexations, Eberhard said. 


Former mayors have met with poten- 


tial developers In tho company of on al- 
dormanlc committee and have reported 
on all such meetings to the council mem- 
bers, Eberhard said.

Miseska sold Ills two-term plan would 


"stop political bosses and machines from 
forming." It is not necessary to limit 
terms in other offices because they do 
not have the potential for building a pow- 
er base, he said. 


He also said a requirement to change 


mayors at least every eight years would 
encourage more people to run, and 
"create new blood and new ideas for the 
city." 


Miseska also urged reducing the may- 


oral salary from $3,000 a year to between 
$2,000 and $3,000. The post is a part-time 
job, said Miseska, and $5,000 is an ex- 
cessive sum for a part-time position. 
Miseska noted many city residents earn 
$12,000 or less for full-time jobs. 


MISESKA SAID he favors no new zon- 


ing for rental apartments. Miseska said 
he is less opposed to condominium apart- 
ment developments, If they would be 
similar to existing ones In the city in 
which maintenance is properly handled 
and residents have pride of ownership. 


The platform also proposes construc- 


tion of a new fire station on the south 
side of the city. Miseska said this should 
be started "as soon as possible," and 
added that current routing from the 
Meadow Lane fire station "quite a long 
haul." The city also should maintain the 
existing station, because it Is centrally 
located and can continue to serve the 
older sections of the city and developing 
areas to the west, he said. 


Mlscskn called for evaluation of all

The smartly-dressed woman choked 


back tears as she pressed the picture of 
the Asian girl into Georgia Goldstein's 
hands. She had come to the airport Tues- 
day to encourage Mrs. Goldstein and to 
make sure she would know where to look 
for a 17-year-old Vietnamese child. 


It was Mrs. Goldstein doing the encour- 


aging, though, as she and her husband, 
Norman, waited to start the first leg of 
their uncertain mission to war-mangled, 
collapsing South Vietnam, half a world 
away. 


"Don't worry," a smiling Mrs. Gold- 


stein told Mrs. J. M. Roe of Hinsdale. 
"We'll bring her bacfc." 


"We have been sponsors for her for 


about two years," Mrs. Roe-said of the 
17-year-old as she wiped her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Blnh, just 
north of Saigon, but they told me it's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully she's 
all right, but we're trying to bring her 
here." 


MRS. ROE was one of many who con- 


tacted the Goldsteins since hearing of the 
couple's plans to rescue their 8-year-old 
adopted Vietnamese daughter and as 
many other children as they can. 


"The last correspondence we just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said. 
"But we're willing to take any child. If 
there Is a child she can bring back, it 
will have a home with us." 


The Goldsteins, 1952 Holbrook Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, left Tuesday afternoon 
for the South Vietnamese capital where 
they hope to find their daughter, To 
Oonh, and some 27 other youngsters 
ranging in age from 6 months to 18 years 
whom Americans like Mrs. Roe and Viet- 
namese have asked them to bring back. 


Since they decided last week to under- 


take the trip, the Goldsteins have re- 
ceived countless gestures of support, but

Teacher negotiations, iate of Palatine High, student discipline 


central issues facing 3 incumbents, 4 challengers; vote Saturday

When taachers In High School Dlst. 211 


accepted (heir salary contract from tho 
board of education last fall they vowed 
they would work to put now members on 
tho Dlst. 211 board this year. 


Tho attitude of tho board to teacher 


unions and collective bargaining remains 
the hottest Issue In the campaign for tho 
Dlst. 211 school board this spring. 


Seven candidates are running for three 


3-year terms on the board In the election 
Saturday. Two candidates, Dcwanc Barn- 
es, 41 S. Elm St., Palatine, and JoAnn 
(Jody) Albrccht, 4-130 Dawngatc Ln., 
Rolling Meadows, have been endorsed by 
teachers to challenge the three In- 
cumbents, William Stcnstrom, 128 Maple 
Ct., Palatine; Anna Countryman, 233 E. 
Norman Dr., Palatine, and Glenn Har- 
grove, 471 Crcckwood Dr., Palatine. Two 
other candidates running as independents 
are Lewis Davidson, 70 King George, 
Palatine, and Richard Gillette, 311 W. 
Daniels, Palatine. 


Several challenges face the Dlst. 211 


board this year Including contract nego- 
tiations with teachers. The fate of Pala- 
tine High School Is another as tho board 
will decide whether to abandon the old 
building or use taxpayer money to re- 
model and renovate It. The district policy 
of suspending and expelling students Is 
also an issue that continually faces tho 
board. 


Detcanc Worries 


"I think it's time teachers work to get 


a voice In tho educational process." 


Barnes, 42, Is a former president of the 


teachers' union In High School Dlst. 207 
and is a social science teacher at Maine 
West High School, DCS Plalncs. 


Barnes describes himself as someone 


who has "devoted my life to education" 
and it Is for this reason that he has 
strong feelings on high school curricu- 
lum, student discipline and community 
and teacher Involvement in the educa- 
tional process. 


"Only recently teachers have been In- 


volvcd in the broader aspects of educa- 
tion." Too often tho board only "hears 
what the administration wants to tell 
them" and they "need to get teachers 
much more Involved In shaping the 
educational process." 


But Barnes docs not favor teacher 


strikes. "I would be very reluctant per- 
sonally to strike and I would be reluctant 
to see any organization strike. It should 
only be a last, desperate resort." 


Barnes said he Is not the puppet of any 


teacher group. "I'm not seeking election 
as a tool for any special Interest group. I 
Intend to do uhat is best for students In 
Dlst. 211 and If that meant going con- 
trary to what teachers wonted, I would 
not hesitate. My loyalty would be to the 
office to which I'm elected." 


The present board "tends to serve as a 


rubber stomp for Mr. Creek who serves 
as board president. There doesn't seem 
to bo much individual thinking," Barnes 
sold. He advocates an "open, frank dis- 
cussion between the board and the com- 
munity and tho board and its teaching 
staff." 


On student discipline Barnes ' sold, 


"I'm not sure that expelling students Is 
the answer" to discipline problems. The 
school should "provide some sort of 
meaningful educational options." 


Barnes said he has no qualms about 


abandoning Palatine High School. "If 
you're going to provide equal educational 
opportunities then you should have equal 
facilities." 


Glenn Hargrove 


"This school district is running ex- 


tremely well regardless of the people 
who stand on the perimeter and snipe at 
us from time to time." 


Hargravc, 48, Is president of Hargravo 


Soles, Inc., 220*4, Hicks Rd., Palatine. 
Ho was elected to tho Dist. 211 board In 
1972. 


Hargravo feels the present board has 


worked well. "I happen to endorse the 
two Incumbents who have worked with 
me. They're good people and they've 
been good board members." 


Tho Dlst. 211 teachers organization Is 


"finally beginning to act more like a 
union which is what it really Is." Teach- 
ers do have a voice in school operations, 
ho said. "I haven't seen a curriculum 
change that hasn't gone through tho 
whole process and that process starts in 
the classroom." 


Hargravo doens't think tho teachers 


are really as dissatisfied as tho union 
makes them sound. "You're talking 
about a real minority of people and these 
arc tho aggressive ones." 


Palatine High School is in "miserable 


•hapo. Wo know something has to bo 
done and something has to be done rath- 
er shortly." ho «ald. Right now Hargravo 
is leaning towards soiling the old school 
but he wants to see more figures on fu- 
ture enrollment. 


Hargravo says ho feels Dist. 211'» dis- 


cipline policy Is a good one. "There has 
to bo discipline. Wo can't rule those 
schools as open societies — (hero would 
bo chaos." Suspension and expulsion 
"sometimes can bo a damned good 
teaching lesson. Kids have to learn that 
there are rules and regulations that bavo 
to be adhered to."

JoAnn Albrccht 


"Once you're a parent and have your 


own children In school you care about all 
children." 


JoAnn (Jody) Albrecht, 45, will have 


five children at Frcmd High School next 
year. She has been active in committees 
in Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 and 
is president of tho Northwest suburban 
council of PTA's. She is a former teach- 
er. 


Whether she wins the election or not 


Mrs. Albrccht Intends to work for more 
community involvement in Dist. 211. She 
hopes to form a parents group, similar to 
PTA, at each high school, and a delegate 
from each group would attend school 
board meetings. Parents must mnko 
more of an effort to get Involved in the 
high schools, she said. 


The discipline policy In Dist. 211 needs 


another look, she sold. "I've never be- 
lieved in suspension as such. I don't 
think when you havo a problem the an- 
swer Is to suspend them from school." 


Mrs. 
Albrccht feels Palatine High 


School's days are numbered. "I think as 
It stands now, It's going to have a hard 
time meeting tho needs of the students. I 
think they need a new school." 


Mrs. Albrccht favors teacher unions 


but Is opposed to teacher strikes. "I 
think teachers need to be organized. I 
don't believe in teacher strikes." 


Anna Countryman 


"I really am enthused about tho school 


board. I guess I Just like people. I like to 
meet people and talk to people." 


Anna Countryman, 49, is a housewife 


who has served on the Dist. 211 board 
since 1972. 


She has spent hours In the district's 


high schools sitting In on classes and act- 
ing as the board representative at school 
events and projects. "Wo get so involved 
In figures and money and we forget 
what's going on there." 


Mrs. Countryman says she feels teach- 


ers arc Involved in curriculum devel- 
opment — "It all starts with them" — 
but sho docs not feel educational items 
such as curriculum and class size should 
bo a part of contract negotiations. 


Mrs. Countryman Is opposed to teacher 


strikes. "I don't think anyone should 
strike — anyone in tho service field." 
She was a member of the board's bar- 
gaining team last year and the conflict 
with teachers came as a surprise to her. 
"It seemed like it happened with no 
warning. I was dcvasted." 


When students arc expelled from 


school "it usually Is a combination of 
things. It scorns like it's a pattern. It 
may start with truancy." She said sho 
favors the district's policy on discipline. 
"I think it makes them feel more se- 
cure." 


Mrs. Countryman sold she wonders 


whether It Is practical to remodel Pala- 
tine High School. "I am worried in my - 
own mind just exactly how much money 
we are talking about to bring old Pala- - 
tine up to llfo safety codes. Would we 
really be able to make it anywhere equal 
to the other schools?"

resident of Palatine since 1970 and now 
is president of the Chicago Yachting 
Assn. 


Davidson believes taxpayer money in 


Dlst. 211 could be put to better use. He 
compares Dlst. 211 with New Trier and 
Evanston High School districts which 
both spend more per student "and have 
a better reputation." Last year the dis- 
trict spent $1 million less than budgeted, 
in the education fund. "The students 
should not be deprived," he said. 


There is "less money spent per student 


here than In these other two top township 
schools." The board is "covering up at 
student expense," he said, "Basically I 
feel that in education you've got to know 
numbers and have the guts to stand up to 
other board members and the superin- 
tendent." 


Davidson Is critical of the building 


plans for tho district's new high school 
and with regard to Palatine High School 
a "feasibility study should be made by 
the board Itself. Maybe it will he needed 
as a school and maybo as a specialty 
school." 


Davidson said he doesn't believe stu- 


dents should be expelled for truancy. "I 
believe In authority but I don't believe In 
paranoid teachers. Taxes are being paid 
for that student to go to school and as 
long as ho Is underage he should be in 
school." 


Educational items such as curriculum 


and class size should be negotiated, he 
said. "I see nothing against a union. 
Knowingly or unknowingly people organ- 
ize." 


But Davidson Is against teacher 


strikes. "If you can't negotiate with a 
firm there is something wrong with 
you." 


William Stenstrom 


"I think we've got a darned good sys- 


tem In Dlst. 211 and I think our kids are 
getting a damned good education. We've 
got some really dedicated teachers." 


William Stcnstrom, 52, is a personnel 


and administration manager and was 
elected to the Dist. 211 board In 1972. 


Stenstrom sees the conflict between the 


teachers and the board lest year as 
simple* stubbornness. "I think the teach- 
ers and'the board are both stubborn and 
don't want to give "in." 


The teacher salary schedule is one of 


his pet peeves. "Our base salary is en- 
tirely too high." He said he favors keep- 
ing; the beginning salary low "and re- 
warding the teachers who've been there 
10 to 12 yean and really deserve It." The 
top of the salary scale should be raised 
and teachers should receive more fringe 
benefits such as insurance, he added. 


Educational items such as curriculum 


and class size should be negotiated — 
"they're bargainable issues," he said. 
But Stenstrom said he feels teachers 
havo a voice in curriculum development 
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New taxes for race track probed 


now. "When they say there is not enough 
Input I can't buy it. That's where it 
starts.'" 


On the fate of Palatine High School 


Stcnstrom said, "I think they should 
close it, abandon it and name the new 
one Palatine High School." Stcnstrom 
said the school should be sold to the vil- 
lage. "I would like to sec a Palatine mu- 
nicipal center and a teen center which 
the kids don't have in Palatine." 


Dlst. 211's discipline policy "could be 


stricter as far as I'm concerned," he 
said. "Discipline is part of learning for 
kids. It's an expression of love and re- 
spect." But Stcnstrom said he loses sleep 
everytirne the board expels a student. 
"Shoving that poor kid out In the street 
is not the answer. If a child is such that 
he can't cope with the educational sys- 
tem the school has an obligation to pro- 
vide opportunities for him." 


Richard Gillette 


"For what I get from the district I 


don't think my taxes are exorbitant. My 
children are receiving a good educa- 
tion." 


Richard Glllettcc, 40, is a project man- 


ager in technology development for 
Northrop Corp., Rolling Meadows. Before 
moving to Palatine four years ago he 
was cofounder of the Oak Park Taxpayer 
Society. ,

Palatine High School should be saved 


if possible, he sold. "I would like to re- 
place the building, if it Is economically 
feasible. From where I sit now there has 
been no decision. I want to sec the finan- 
cial alternative." 


Teachers unions are "the result of the 


under pay in the past," he said. Although 
collective bargaining is,acceptable 
"teachers can't demand raises at a rate 
faster than the homeowners can pay the 
taxes." Gillette would like to sec a sala- 
ry system that pays teachers according 
to merit and according to the number of 
years they have served the district. 
"There should be ways' to reward those 
really exceptional teachers." 


Gillette docs not oppose giving teachers 


the right to strike. "This is a democracy 
and if everyone has the right they should 
have the right" but taxpayers should 
also have the right to refuse to approve 
increases In taxes, he said. 


Dlst 211 "should direct discipline pol- 


icies that affect all children," he said. 
"It means they shouldn't allow a student 
in school with a gun but I don't think it 
means a student should be suspended for 
being tardy too many times. To kick a 
student out for not coming to school 
doesn't seem to make much sense to 
me." 


Gillette would like to see more special 


classes and activities for students with 
low ability, exceptional ability and those 
who have trouble adapting to school. 
"This may be just the thing to keep the 
truant student in school."

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has instructed Village Atty. Jack M. 
Siegel to investigate the possibilities of 
levying new taxes against Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


Under consideration are village parking 


admission and parimuluel taxes which, if 
enacted, could mean hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in revenue.

A daily park- 
ing tax certainly could be legislated in 
this way, Siegel said. 


Or the village can await the outcome 


of a bill, now pending in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, that would re- 
move the statutory obstacles to the pow- 


er of local governments to tax race 


STATE REP. Henry Klosak, R-Cicro, 


one of tho bill's sponsors, said Tuesday 
he supports local admission taxes be- 
cause he believes municipalities with 
race tracks incur additional costs. 


"I just don't fed that a city like Ar- 


lington Heights has to subsidize horse 
racing ... With all the noise, the traffic 
and the inconvenience to the people, 
they're entitled to something," be said. 


The present Illinois horse-racing law 


gives exclusive power to tax race tracks 
to the state. That law is being challenged 
in Circuit Court by the Town of Cicero 
which is seeking to collect a W-cent per 
person admission tax on patrons of 
Sportsman's Park. The head tax was 
passed under Cicero's home-rule power.

The five, members of the now-defunct 


Village Independent Party, cited a reso- 
lution adopted by the Republican-domi- 
nated village board in February asking 
the US. Attorney's office to investigate 
the village's role In an alleged kickback 
scheme involving the GC-acrc parcel at 
Hicks and Baldwin roads. 


NATHANIEL I. GHKY. attorney for 


the five, said the resolution was phrased 
"in such a manner as to cast doubt on, 
and Impugn, the honesty of the members 
of the Board of Trustees of the Village 
during the years 1D69 through 1971. The 
resolution prompts these ajpcrsions with- 


out any supporting fact, without cause 
and by innuendo. Such tactics far exceed 
any bounds of decency or propriety, in or 
out of the political arena." 


A VIP slate including Rrown and 


Loighty was soundly defeated in 1973 by 
the current Republican board members 
The Village Independent Party has since 
dissolved, leaving only Zajonc, who Is 
seeking reelection as an Independent, on 
the village board. 


The resolution followed the indictment

Officials weigh $51,000 
for library's parking lot

Palatine library officials arc expected

Davidson has requested the advance 


because the construction of the parking 
lot and storm sowers aro not scheduled 
until the second phase of the project, 
which would bo late in 1976. The library 
board has requested early completion of 
the parking and sowers to coincide with 
the July opening of the library. 


Board member Francis A. Regan said 


he is "not ready to approve the loan" 
and plans to ank board members to look 
Into renting space In the nearby St. 
Theresa Catholic Church parking lot un- 
til Davidson Installs the parking lot next 
year. 


LIBRARY BOARD Pros. Robert Jcs- 


scn said, however, the library may be 
forced to make the loan. 


Jcsscn said the library attorney, R. 


Morlln Smith, sold Davidson can lawful- 
ly refuse to construct the parking lot and 
sewers if the board refuses to pay the 
loan. 


"Since Davidson seems to be within his 


rights, then whether we like it or not, we 
are going to have to pay the loan to have 
parking. I don't think we should open a 
million-dollar facility without a place for 
people to park their cars," he sold. 


Jcsscn said that the library board,

collapsing South Vietnam, half a world 
away. • 


"Don't worry," a smiling Mrs. Gold- 


stein told Mrs. J. M. Roe of Hlnsdale. 
"We'll bring her back." 


"We have been sponsors for her for 


about two years," Mrs. Roe said of the 
17-year-old as she wiped her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Binh, just 
north of Saigon, but they told me it's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully she's 
all right, but we're trying to bring her 
here." 


MRS. ROE was one of many who con- 


tacted the Goldsteins since hearing of the 
couple's plans to rescue their 8-year-old 
adopted Vietnamese daughter and as 
many other children as they can. 


"The last correspondence we just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said. 
"But we're willing to take any child. If 
there is a child she can bring back, it 
will have a home with us." 


The Goldsteins, 1952 Holbrook Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, left Tuesday afternoon 
for the South Vietnamese capital where 
they hope to find their daughter, To 
Oanh, and some 27 other youngsters 
ranging in age from 6 months to 18 years 
whom Americans like Mrs. Roe and Viet- 
namese have asked them to bring back. 


Since they decided last week to under- 


take the trip, the Goldsteins have re- 
ceived countless gestures of support, but 
t h e airplane's mechanical problem 
threatened Tuesday to challenge them.

• Nancy Larson, a newcomer, Is a for- 


mer officer of the League of Women Vot- 
ers. 


TURNER. 32, OF 1160 Old Bridge Rd., 


said It is "Imperative to have more than 
just one rural-area resident on the park 
board to protect our Interests by direct- 
ing the development of parks in the 
areas wo want and need them most." 


Turner, a self-employed commodity fu- 


tures trader, charged that Thomas Pat- 
ten, the only unincorporated area resi- 
dent on the park board, Is not voting fa- 
vorably on matters that would most 
benefit the unincorporated area resi- 
dents. 


Turner said the park board's recent 


vote to allow any section of the park dis- 
trict to disconnect if a proper petition is 
filed by the area residents will permit 
dlsanncxatlon of the proposed Wcstbury 
development, near Palatine and Free- 
man Roads in Hoffman Estates. Wcst- 
bury would have brought in "a lot more 
assessed valuation in tho park district to 
lower the rates for the residents," Turn- 
er said. 


"The board members just didn't want 


the responsibility of voting on each dis- 
connection. I think it's pathetic and I 
wouldn't have allowed it, knowing It 
would have benefited the residents, if I 
were on the board," Turner said. 


Degner, 39, of 316 N. Mozart St., count- 


ers the complaint of the rural-area candi- 
dates by pointing out that Patten, Dorsch 
and Turner are from the same unin- 
corporated area. All live in the neighbor- 
ing subdivisions of English Valley, Pep- 
per Tree Farms and Heathcrlea.

with homeowners' associations and other 
civic groups to curb the vandalism that 
is going on in the parks.

Improvements in curriculum, student services needed say 


two incumbents, two newcomers seeking two board seats

Improvements In curriculum and 


student services arc needed In 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, say 
the four candidates running for the 
board of education In Saturday's 
election. 


The candidates arc seeking two 


three-year terms. Incumbents Lillian 
Stiller and Susan Rosa arc being 
challenged by newcomers Allan 
Blattnor and James DeNoma. Mrs. 
Stiller, Mrs. Rose and Blattncr wore 
endorsed by the Dist. 21 caucus. 


Mrs. Stiller, 603 S. Wayne PI., 


Wheeling, Is seeking her fourth term. 
Mrs. Rose. 33, of 174 Timber Hill 
Rd., Buffalo Grove, was appointed to 
tho board In August and Is a former 
teacher. Blattnor, 32, of 802 W. Burr 
Oak Dr., Arlington Heights, is a 
manager in the plan and rote depart- 
ment of Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 
DcNoma, 3-1, of 544 White Pine Rd., 
Buffalo Grove. Is a guidance coun- 
selor at Rolling Meadows High 
School and a former teacher at Pros- 
pect High School. 


DcNoma said ho wants more stu- 


dent services In tho elementary 
schools to handle problems that are 
difficult to correct by the time a stu- 
dent roaches high school. Ho said 
parents and students often have 
many negative associations with 
school by tho time a student enters 
high school that psychologists, social 
workers and guidance counselors in 
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elementary schools could help pre- 
vent. 


Mrs. Roso and Blattner said for- 


eign language should be offered to 
students, starting In the primary 
grades. 


Mrs. Roso sold foreign languages 


should be voluntary and offered to 
students who could handle the extra 
work load. Blattncr said foreign lan- 
guage should be introduced in kind- 
ergarten If possible because "by 
tho time students get to high school, 
they would be fluent In tho language. 
They'd think in the language." 


During her nine years on the board 


Mrs. Stiller sold the district has been 
concerned with having enough money 
for building schools and paying the 
bills. Now that finances arc more se- 
cure, she said the board should look 
into curriculum improvements espe- 
cially In reading and science. Before 
adding too many extras to the cur- 
riculum she said the board should re- 
alize that financial problems could 
arise in the future. 


In Interviews with The Herald the 


candidates also discussed: 


• COMMUNITY RELATIONS: 
Blattncr: "I think there arc some 


problems communicating with par- 
ents," he said. Board members 
should go out to the people and "find 


out what the people ore thinking and 
respond to the people about why the 
board is doing what they're doing." 
He also said the board should use the 
"expertise of people In this district" 
through more citizen committees. 


DeNoma: The district newsletter 


tends to be for public relations and 
avoids the problems, he said. Par- 
ents have a right to be heard. If par- 
ents had questions or a problem 
arose, he said he would like to set up 
a time to meet with the parents for 
discussion.

Mrs. Rose: She wants increased in- 


creased involvement of the residents 
through citizen committees because 
"it makes them feel more a part of 
tho district." The board should listen 
to all parents who come before them 
with a complaint or opinion, she said. 


Mrs. Stiller: "We should have 


more publicity and get the word 
out," she said. She wants more citi- 
zen committees because it gives the 
board more views of the community 
and make citizens feel part of the 
district. 


• STANDARDIZED TESTS: 
Blattner: "Standardized test scores 


are an excellent tool and should be 
used. They indicate problems, weak- 
nesses and areas for improvement," 
he said. Dist. 21 scores do not "rate 
favorably" with other districts and 
he wants to see why students 
achieved the scores they did. 


DeNoma: "Standardized tests arc 


questionable. They are not a precise 
measuring tool. They are not in- 
tended to measure curriculum," he 
said. They are good for looking at 
tho progress of individual children 
and schools. 


Mrs. Rose: "I'd like to see the up- 


grading of the scores on the Iowa 
tests. If there are low scores in some 
areas there obviously are problems 
there. You can't throw them out. You 
have to hunt for the reasons behind 
the scores," she said. 


Mrs. Stiller: "I don't think it's the 


last thing." She said she approves of 
the district working on its own tests 
to specifically test Dist. 21 curricu- 
lum as well as basic skills. 


• INDIVIDUAL ISSUES: 
Blattner: Blattner said he wants 


the board to ask more questions and 
"be more of a guiding force than a 
rubber stamp." He said the district 
needs an evaluation tool for teachers 
and administrators, and "If they're a 
poor teacher, I'd fire them." He 
wonts more programs geared to the 
individual student's pace and ex- 
pansion of the library facilities.

The board of education Monday night: 
• Instructed the administration to be- 


gin preparations for a referendum. 


• Joined a lobby group, Dual Unit 


Equality, to work for legislation allowing 
school districts to raise taxes to $1.85 per 
$100 assessed valuation without a refer- 
endum. 


Dist. 59's current tax rate is $1.80 per 


$100 assessed valuation. A 15-cent In- 
crease, to $1.95, would mean the owner 
of property with an equalized assessed 
valuation of $10,000 would pay $195 in 
school taxes.

Acting Supt Roger Bardwcil sold he 


believes a referendum raising the tax 
rote to "at least $1.95" will be needed to 
maintain the district's standards. "If we 
don't get it, we won't have enough mon- 
ey to offer even an average program," 
he said. 


"I'd like to hit higher than that," Bard- 


well said. "Then we could do something 
better, something the people could see." 


BARDWELL SAID the tax increase 


"might not be needed four or five years 
from now," when district finances are 
expected to look better. But until then 
local tax contributions will have to be 
higher, Bardwell said. 


The .district looked into the possibility 


of a referendum to raise taxes lost year, 


efficiency of the local township and cited 
it as an "effective governmental body." 
Praise also came from various state rep- 
resentatives from the communities in tho 
township. 


Arlington Heights village president- 


elect James Ryan dropped in to say hello. 


THE TOWNSHIP previously was com- 


memorated by the villages of Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove. All passed resolutions in 
the township's honor.

RESIDENTS voted on resolutions and 


sat through annual reports of what the 
township hod done for the residents. 


But afterward, the calces were cut and 


everyone happily munched. 
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but public sentiment was against it, and 
the board backed off. 


By taxing at tho $1.95 rate, districts 


get the maximum amount of state aid for 
their districts. Districts taxing under the 
$1.95 rate, like Dist. 59, lose both the lo- 
cal tax and some state aid. 


Bardwcil said administrative planning 


of the referendum was needed "to be 
prepared" if a referendum is called for 


later this year. The district long-range 
financial planning committee suggested 
a referendum may be needed this fall. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday's 


meeting, the board set May 25 for the 
dedication of Marshall -School, formerly 
Cook School, 711 (Chelmsford Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The school was renamed 
in memory of its principal, Patricia Mar- 
shall, who died earlier this year. 


The board also approved a request to 


reduce fresh-air intake dampers in 
school buildings to save fuel and come 
under new state guidelines. 


The change will not affect room tem- 


perature, but will affect fresh-air quality 
slightly, Bardwell said. The change is ex- 
pected to cut the district fuel bill by'10 
per cent, a .savings of about $16,000 per 
year.

STATE ItEP. Henry Klosak, R-Cicro, 


one of the bill's sponsors, said Tuesday 
he supports local admission taxes be- 
cause he believes municipalities with 
race tracks incur additional costs. 


"I just don't feel that a city like Ar- 


lington Heights has to subsidize horse 
racing . . . With all the noise, the traffic 
and the inconvenience to the people, 
they're entitled to something," be said. 


The present Illinois horse-racing law 


gives exclusive power to tax race tracks 
to the state. That law is being challenged 
In Circuit Court by the Town of Cicero 
which is seeking to collect a 10-ceat per 
person admission lax on patrons of 
Sportsman's Park. The head tax was 
passed under Cicero's home-rule power. 


Based on last year's attendance at Ar- 


lington Park, a 10-cent admission tax 
would net the Village of Arlington 
Heights $121,533 from the racing season 
atone. A 1 per cent local parimutuel tax, 
based on lost year's wagering, would 
bring in nearly $1.4 million. 


"The (state) law on the books today 


Is ridiculous," Kosak said. "Who in the 
world made race tracks that powerful?" 


Klosak said ho has "on awful lot of 


work to do" before he can hope for 
House passage of the bill which Is co- 


sponsored by House Majority Leader 
Gerald Shea, D-Rivcrsidc. 


"I'd certainly appreciate the Village of 


Arlington Heights giving me some sup-' 
port," Klosak said. 


THE ILLINOIS Racing Board Is 


among the forces opposed to changes in 
the race track tax law. And in fact it-is 
the racing board, represented by the nil- 
nois Attorney General's office, that is 
blocking the collection of Cicero's admis- 
sion Lax. A Circuit Court decision in the, 
case is anticipated by June, Klosak said. 
But the virtual certainty of appeal will 
delay a final verdict at loast to the end 
of the year. 


A spokesman for the racing board said 


one of the reasons the board is opposing 
the House bill is because it would open 
the way to local parimutuel taxes as well 
as an admission tax. 


Last year, total revenue to the State of 


Illinois from horse racing amounted to 
$62.4 million, of which $55.2 million was 
derived from parimutuel taxes. 


Thus far, officials at Arlington Park 


Race Track have not taken a position on 
cither the pending change in state law or 
reports that the village is considering lo- 
cal race track taxes. 


However a lobbyist for race tracks in 


the state, Ron Swnnson, opposed the 
Shoa-Ktosak bill during recent hearings 
by the House Revenue Committee which 
eventually approved the bill 17 to 5. 


Parks annex 78 houses 
/ 


despite lawsuit threats 


The Arlington Heights Park Board an- 


nexed 78 Wheeling Township houses 
Tuesday night despite objections by 60 of 
the homeowners, most of whom threat- 
ened to sue the district. 


The board annexed three unincorpo- 


rated areas under a new state statute 
that allows involuntary annexations if 
the areas are bounded on three sides by 
park district property and on a fourth 
side by a railroad, highway or body of 
water. 


The three areas annexed Tuesday 


night are: 


• 40 homes west of Chicago Avenue, 


north of Thomas Street, east of Hartford 
Street and south of Maude Avenue, in the 
Lynnwood subdivision. 


• 27 homes bounded on the west by 


Vista Road, on the south by Hintz Road 
and on the east and the north by park 
district property. 


• 11 homes bordered on the west by 


Arlington Heights Road, on the north by 
HJntz Road, on the east by Vista Road 
and on the south by park district proper- 
ty.The average homeowner wiUi a $10,000 
equalized assessed valuation would pay 
an estimated $40 in taxes each year'to 
the park district. 


Most residents told the park board they 


own large parcels of land which suffice 
as recreation space for their children 
and they did not need the park district 
facilities. Residents also complained that 
the park district was forcing additional 
taxes on them without consent. 


Katherlne Midler, vice president of the 


park board, said the annexations were 
•being made because tho unincorporated 
area residents have been using park facil- 
ities at "resident costs" and it is time 
that "everyone started paying their fair 
share." 


Mrs.MulIer also sold the annexations 


will help "round out the park district 
boundaries," although many residents 
charged that the action would only serve 
to generate more tax money for the fi- 
nancially-strapped district. 


BILL IIEE. 2810 N. Elm St., said many 


residents "would probably be willing to 
pay the legal fees and file a lawsuit 
against the park district. 


"If there is a way to fight this thing, 


we will. We don't want anymore taxes 
and we don't want to be in the park dis- 
trict," he said. 


Twenty-five homes in the Lynnwood 


subdivision were annexed by the park 
district in January. Those homeowners 
have filed a lawsuit against the park dis- 
trict charging it unlawfully identified 
Chicago Avenue as a highway under the 
state statute. A hearing is scheduled In 
Circuit Court June 11. 


Charles Bobinette,' park district attor- 


ney, repeated his explanation Tuesday 
night that Chicago Avenue is a' "public 
way" and therefore a highway under Illi- 
nois Revised Statutes. 


The'three annexations were approved

The smartly-dressed woman choked 


back tears as she pressed the picture of 
the Asian girl into Georgia Goldstein's 
hands. She had come to the airport Tues- 
day to encourage Mrs. Goldstein and to 
make sure she would know where to look 
for a 17-year-old Vietnamese child. 


It was Mrs. Goldstein doing the encour- 


aging, though, as she and her husband, 
Norman, waited to start the first leg of 
their uncertain mission to war-mangled, 
collapsing South Vietnam, half a world 
away. 


"Don't worry," a smiling Mrs. Gold- 


stein told Mrs. J. M. Roe of Hinsdale. 
"We'll bring her back." , 


"We have been sponsors for her for 


.about two-years," Mrs. Roe said.of the 
17-year-old as she wiped her eyes. "She's 
in a child-care center in Long Blnh, just 
north of Saigon, but they told me it's 
been taken over by the communists. 
She's not an orphan, so hopefully'she's 
all right, but we're trying to bring her 
here." 


MRS. ROE was one of many who con- 


tacted the Goldsteins since hearing of the 
couple's •plans to rescue their 8-year-old 
adopted Vietnamese daughter and as 
many other children as they con. 


"The last correspondence we just got 


was a thank-you note sent in December 
for a Christmas present," Mrs. Roe said. 
"But we're willing'to take any child. If 
there is a child she can bring back, it 
will have a home, with us."

The Goldsteins, 1952 Holbrook Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, left Tuesday afternoon 
for the South Vietnamese capital where 
they hope' to find their daughter, To 
Oanh, and some" 27 other youngsters 
ranging in age from'6 months to IB years' 
whom Americans like Mrs. Roe and Viet- 
namese have asked them to bring back., 


Since they decided last week to'under- 


take the trip, the Goldsteins have re- 
ceived countless gestures of,support,'but 
the airplane's mechanical problem 
threatened Tuesday to challenge them'.,

Incumbents Lillian 
Stiller and Susan Rose arc

Blaltncr and James DcNoma. Mrs. 
Stiller, Mrs. nose and Blattncr were 
endorsed by the Dist. 21 caucus. 


MM. Stiller. 005 S. Wayne PI., 


Wheeling, is seeking her fourth term. 
Mrs. 
Hose. 3.1. of 174 Timber Hill 


Rd.. Buffalo Grove, was appointed to 
the board In August and Is a former 
teacher. Blaltncr. 32, of 802 W. Burr 
Oak Dr.. Arlington Heights, is a 
manager In the plan and rate depart- 
ment of Illinois Bell Telephone Cp. 
DcNomn. W. of 544 White Pino Rd.. 
Buffalo Grave. Is a guidance coun- 
selor at 
Rolling Meadows

School and a farmer teacher at Pros- 
pect High School. 


DcNoma sold he wants more stu- 


dent services In the elementary 
schools to handle problems that arc 
difficult to correct by the time a stu- 
dent readies high school. He sold 
parents and students often have 
many negative associations 
with 


school by the time a student enters 
high school that psychologists, social 
workers and guidance counselors In 


Elections '75 


elementary schools could help pre- 
vent. 


Mrs. Rose and Blattncr said for- 


eign language should be offered to 
students, starting in the primary 
grades. 


Mrs. Rose said foreign languages 


should be voluntary and offered to 
students who could handle the extra 
work load. Blattncr said foreign lan- 
guage should be Introduced in kind- 
ergarten if possible because "by 
tho time students get to high school, 
they would be fluent in tho language. 
They'd think in the language." 


During her nine years-on the board 


Mrs. Stiller said the district has been 
concerned with having enough money 
for building schools and paying tho 
bills. Now that finances arc more se- 
cure, she said the board should look 
into curriculum improvements espe- 
cially In reading and science. Before 
adding too many extras to tho cur- 
riculum she said tho board should re- 
alize that financial problems could 
arise in the future. 


In Interviews with Tho Herald the 


candidates also discussed: 


• COMMUNITY RELATIONS: 
milliner: "I think there arc some* 


problems communicating with par- 
ents," he said. Board members 
should go out to the people and "find 


out what the people are thinking and 
respond to the people about why the 
board is doing what they're doing." 
He also said the board should use the 
"expertise of people In this district" 
through more citizen committees. 


DeNomn:, The district newsletter 


tends to be for public relations and 
avoids the problems, he said. Par- 
ents have a right to be heard. If par- 
ents hod questions or a problem 
arose, he said he would like to set up 
a time to meet with the parents for 
discussion. 


Mrs. Rose: She wants increased In- 


creased involvement of the residents 
through citizen committees because 
"it makes them feel more a part of 
the district." The board should listen 
to all parents who come before them 
with a complaint or opinion, she said. 


Mrs. Stiller: "We should have 


more publicity and get the word 
out," she said. She wants more citi- 
zen committees because it gives the 
board more views of the community 
and make citizens feel part of the 
district. 


• STANDARDIZED TESTS: 
Blattncr: "Standardized test scores 


are an excellent tool and should be 
used. They indicate problems, weak- 
nesses and areas for Improvement," 
he said. Dist. 21 scores do not "rate 
favorably" with other districts and 
he wants to see why students 
achieved the scores they did. 


DcNoma: "Standardized tests are 


questionable. They are not a precise 
measuring tool. They are not in- 
tended to measure curriculum," he 
said. They are good for looking at 
the progress of individual children 
and schools. 


Mrs. Rose: "I'd like to see the up- 


grading of- the scores on the Iowa 
tests. If there arc low scores In some 
areas there obviously are problems 
there. You can't throw them out. You 
have to hunt for the reasons behind 
the scores," she said. . 


Mrs. Stiller: "I don't think it's the 


last tliliig." She said she approves of 
the district working on its own tests 
to specifically test Dlst. 21 curricu- 
lum as well as basic skills. 


• INDIVIDUAL ISSUES: 
Blattner: Blattner said he wants 


the board to ask more questions and 
"be more of a guiding force than a 
rubber stamp." He said the district 
needs an evaluation tool for teachers 
and administrators, and "if they're a 
poor teacher, I'd fire them." He 
wants more programs geared to the 
individual student's pace and ex- 
pansion of the library 
facilities. 


Blattncr believes in the neighborhood 
school and wants the district to set 
down permanent boundaries to be 
met at the earliest date. 


DcNomn: The board should try to 


get more teacher Input on curricu- 
lum and matters that deal with the 
classroom, he said. He wants ele- 
mentary teachers to receive equal

pay with high school teachers and 
encourages hiring more male teach- 
ers for the elementary grades. The 
board should use more educational 
research and compare its programs 
to those in other states. DeNoma also 
said he wants a voluntary preschool 
education program available for all 
students In addition to the current 
program for preschoolers with learn- 
ing disabilities. 


Mrs. Rose: Mrs. Rose said she en- 


courages support for legislation that 
would abolish the current 30-hour col- 
lege credit requirement for volun- 
teers and provide tax credits for vol- 
unteers. She supports free textbooks 
and would like to hold a referendum' 
to abolish textbook fees in the dis-

trict. The math program should be 
reviewed, she said, although the dis- 
trict has made improvements. 


Mrs. Stiller: "We should be moti- 


vating the underachiever in reading 
because reading opens up so much 
knowledge," she said. She wants to 
start programs with other govern- 
mental groups such as the park and 
library districts. She said she be- 
lieves Supt. Kenneth Gill is "an ex- 
tremely innovative administrator" 
who keeps the district "on top of 
things." Although board members 
don't always agree, she said they ;i 
have a good working relationship. She , 
said the board should work on sup- • 
porting legislation that promotes the 
district's interests.

Pact will speed 
application for 
parking grant 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has approved a government contract 
which will speed its five-year-old WCO.OOO 
grant application for commuter parking 
on the Hill-Behan Lumber Co. site, 
N o r t h w e s t Highway and Arlington 
Heights Road. 


The application has been delayed by a 


commuter rallrood company labor dis- 
pute. Tho government recently convinced 
railroads serving 19 different commu- 
nities to accept a government-required 
contract guaranteeing the salaries of any 
rail employes who lose their Jobs as a 
direct result of parking projects. Arling- 
ton Heights, in effect, had to ratify that 
contract before Its funding application 
could proceed. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said the ap- 


plication stilt may be tied up for a long 
time. "There were 40 other hurdles like 
this before and we still haven't flown 
yet." ho said. 


The total project will cost $378,000, ac- 


cording to a 1973 estimate. State and vil- 
lage parking funds will make up the dif- 
ference. The project will provide 168 
commuter parking spaces.

Village Ally. Jack Slcgcl Is preparing 


an ordinance requiring all cats In the vil- 
lage to Ira Innoculatcd against rabies. 
The village board instructed Slcgcl to 
draw up the ordinance on the recommen- 
dation of the community-services com- 
mittee, but the board rejected motions to 
license cats and to require them la wear 
tags and collars. A vote on the question 
is expected this month. 


I'ltintinft projects OKd 


Charles Klehm and Son Nursery, Al- 


gonquin and Arlington Heights roads, 
was the low bidder on several village 
planting projects, 


Klchm bid $7,700 to supply ground-cov- 


er plants for a planting on the railroad 
right-of-way between Arlington Heights 
and Kensington roads. Its bid of $9,000 
also was accepted to complete the rail- 
road right-of-way bcautlflcatlon project, 
a sU-ycar-old project of ground-cover 
and shrub plantings.

Fate of BOLI hangs 
in balance until May 19 


The fate of tho Arlington Heights 


Board of Local Improvements will not be 
determined until late next month after 
the new village president and trustees 
take office. 


Village trustees voted Monday to con- 


aider tho reorganization or abolition of 
BOLT at their May 19 meeting, after 
James Ryan is installed as board presi- 
dent and August Bcttman, O.V. Ander- 
son, Robert Miller and Madeline Schroc- 
dcr are sworn In as trustees. 


Ryan campaigned with a platform ad- 


vocating the dissolution of BOLI. While 
Village Independent Party candidates 
Bcttman, Anderson and Miller avoided 
talk of dissolution, they Insisted on "the 
process of proper public hearings and 
board of trustees action," in typical 
BOLI projects of sidewalk and streetlight 
installation. Only Mrs. Schroedcr, whoso 
Caucus platform advocated a less-pow- 
erful BOLI, came out against dissolving 
the board. 


Thus, BOLI may have to depend on 


Caucus-sympathizing trustees David 
Griffin, Alice Harms, Richard Durava 
and Mrs. Schrocdor for Its continued ex- 
istence as an appointive body separate 
from tho village board. 


1JOLI. THE appointed five-member 


board which determines special assess- 
ment projects in the village, became a 
village issue last fall when It tried to 
pass a controversial sidewalk installation 
project In the village's northeast section. 


Durava, whose community services 


committee was to have held public hear- 
ings on the future of BOLI, said he wants 
some direction from the village board 
about what it wants to do with BOLI be- 
fore he holds hearings and interviews for 
the two vacancies on BOLI. 


"I hve 16 engineers waiting to be inter- 


viewed for the two vacancies, and I want 
to know what to tell them about the • 
makeup of BOLI before I talk to them," 
Durava said. 
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THE TOWNSHIP previously was com- 


memorated by the villages of Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove. All passed resolutions in 
the township's honor.

township had done for the residents. 


But afterward, the cakes were cut and
